South Wellfleet, Mass.. Feb. 4.— A 
wireleaa despatch to tho Associated 
Press from Capt, Finch, o£ the White 
Star line .steamer Cymric, tonight, 
told a thrilling- story of the burning of 
the Phoenix line steamer St. Cuthbert, 
with the loss of. fifteen souls, and the 
rescue of the survivors by a lifeboat 
from the Cymric. According to Capt. 
Finch's despatch, eleven men were 
drowned by the capsizing of a boat lh 
which they had put off from tho burn- 
ing steamer, three others in another 
boat were drowned, and a stowaway 
lost his life by falling through an open 
hatchway into the midst of tho flames. 

The list of names of the drowned 
men, so far as known, includes tho 
following: Third Officer White, Ap- 
prentice Brophy; Seamen Carson, Au- 
dry, Vermuelu, DeFreitas, Steig, Mu : ' 
ler, Muutoh, Vroobrook, VanPryubrook, 
Kronfeklt. 

The wireless despatch says that tho 
St. Cuthboit, bound from Antwerp for 
New York, with a general cargo, in- 
cluding fuel oil, napthaiin and matches, 
caught lire about 3 a. m. Sunday in 
latitude 42.17 north, longitude 02,17 
west. Second Oiiicer Tuohy, who was 
on watch, noticed smoke coming fr<i«i 
a ventilator, and immediately sum- 
moned Capt. Lewis. Hardly had tho 
captain reached the deck when a series 
of explosions occurred in the forward 
part of the vessel, and number one and 
two hatches blew into tho air. A call 
was sounded for all hands, but some 
of the crew, who were, forward at the 
time,, were unable to reach the after 
part of the vessel. 

A few of tho sailors who had boon 
caught, in the bow of the steamer saved 
themselves only by hanging on to tho 
anchor flukes on the outside of the 
vessel until the llames died down suffi- 
ciently to allow them to make their 
way aft. All of the men suffered from 
burns. A stowaway who was forward 
endeavored' to escape by making his 
way along the jumper stay, which ran 
from the foremast to a funnel. While 
he was climbing the foremast began 
to totter ,as its foot was burned away, 
and he was hurled to the bottom of the 
hold, out of which the flames were then 
shooting. 

Finding tha steamer was doomed, 
two boats were launched about 4.30 
a.m. Sunday, one in charge of Second 
Officer Tuohy, containing eight men, 
while the other boat carried eleven 
members of the crew. Almost imme- 
diately after leaving the steamer, the 
second boat was swamped and all on 
board drowned. Officer Tuohy's boat 
drifted away from tho steamer. The 
oars had been cither washed away from 
the boat or broken. Three of the crow 
of tho boat went mad while they wore 
tossing helplessly about on the waves. 
When daybreak came tho St. Cuthbert 
was scon still afloat and aliro miles 
away. 

Stepping tho mast and rigging a small 
sail, the men of Officer Tuohy's boat 
succeeded in returning to the steamer, 
but In rounding her stern a wave threw 
the lifeboat against the steamer, sink- 
ing it. Lines Were thrown from tho 
steamer to the men struggling in tho 
water, and six wore rescued. The other 
three were drowned. 

Throughout the Sunday tho men on 
tho St. Cuthbert fought to prevent the 
flames from reaching tho after part of 



the steamer, and by strenuous efforts 
the .tiro was confined to tho foro part 
of tho vessel. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing the Cymric was in sight. The cap- 
tain of tho Cymric signalled to the dis- 
tressed crow that ho would stand by, 
and would nond a lifeboat as soon as 
tho sea moderated. Shortly after 2 
o'clock in the afternoon, the weather 
having moderated, a lifeboat was 
launched from the Cymric. Sixteen men, 
Including the captain of tho St. Cuth- 
bert, and sailors, all of whom were suf- 
fering from burns, were rescued. 

Later tho chief officer mado two more 
trips to the doomed vessel and rescued 
twenty-five men on the two trips, all 
of tho remaining persons aboard. Three 
lights were left burning on the St. 
Cuthbert ns a warning of danger to nav- 
igators. Her sea cooks were also open- 
ed, and it was believed that she would 
founder within eight' hours. 

The Cymric, with tho rescued men on 
board, is now anchored off Boston light.

This is tho 
second time a postponement has been 
necessary becauso of Caldwell's condi- 
tion. He is now at the homo of his 
daughter at Staton Island, where ho 
w;is taken Immediately after his releaso 
on ball, following hit) arrest on his 
arrival here from Europe. The report 
of today said Caldwell's counsel was 
considering making application for tho 
appointment of a commission in lunacy 
to examine his client's mental condi- 
tion.' 

London, Feb. 4.— Almost the last 
prop was knocked from under the 
Druco myth yesterday when tho mas- 
ter-in-chancery dismissed G. H 
Druce's civil suit for the possession 
of the estate of the late Duke of Port- 
land.

St. Petersburg, Feb. 4. — The final 
sesaion of tho Stoessei courtmartlal 
was held today. Lieut.-Gen. Stoessei, 
together with Gen. Fock and Gen. 
Relsa, are being tried for the surrender 
of Port Arthur fortress to the Japan- 
ese. 

In his summing up today the Judge 
Advocate demanded that the court 
impose tho death sentence upon 
Stoessei, Fock and Roiss. Upon 
Stoessei, as the responsible agent for 
the shameful surrender of the fortress 
and upon Fock and Reiss as the men 
who inspired and abetted him. For 
Gen. Smirnoff, who was declared 
guilty of not having taken measures 
to prevent the surrender, the Judge 
Advocate, asked tho severe punish- 
ment of Imprisonment at forced labor 
for four years. Gen. Guerski paid tho 
highest tribute to the bravo defend- 
ers of the fortress, several hundred of 
whom were seated in the crowded 
courtroom. He said It was necessary 
to draw a sharp distinction between 
them and their leaders, men who have 
covered their names with ineffaceable 
shame. He reviewed history in vain 
for a precedent to show failure to 
punish the men responsible for such 
a surrender, and lie declared that 
their undeserved decorations should be 
torn from the breasts of the uniforms 
they disgraced. 

Continuing tho judge advocate pooh- 
poohed tho idea of a massacre which 
General Stoessei had advanced in 
justification for surrender, and said 
that oven the civilians in. Port Arthur 
had no fear of such an occurrence. 
The passions of tho early days of the 
fciege had given place lie said to • a 
quiet fulfillment of duty by Russians 
and Japanese alike. 

Counsel for tho defendants will 
make their answer tomorrow, M. 
Smlrtlanoff speaking first on behalf 
of General Stoessei. 



U. S. Tariff Revision 

"Washington, Feb. 4. — The present 
congress will not appoint a tariff com- 
mission. Revision of tho tariff will 
be undertaken next winter in the short 
term. These announcements in Sub- 
stance were mado today by Chairman 
Payne, of tho house committee on 
Ways and Means, In the presence and 
with the tacit approval of Speaker 
Cannon, the occasion being a call 
upon those leaders by a tariff revision 
delegation from various parts of the 
country, comprising representatives of 
many of tho biggest manufacturing 
and industrial concerns in tho United 
States, headed by Jas, W. Van Cleve, 
of St. Louis, president of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, 



Lisbon, Feb. 4.— -Lisbon is beginning 
to recover from the shock and horror 
of Saturday's bloody tragedy, but a 
strong undercurrent of popular and 
governmenl.il nervousness remains. 
The political tension is slackening, al- 
though the Progressists refuse to join 
in the composition of the Cabinet 
which Admiral Ferreira Do Amaril Is 
forming from the monarchical group;!, 
because the Conservatives are in pre- 
dominance. 

The hitch, however, is likely to be 
straightened out and a temporary 
union of all the monarchists obtained 
for the purpose of getting the country 
back on a constitutional basis, "end- 
ing agitation and restoring tranquil- 
ity," as expressed by the letter in 
which Bernardino Machado, the lead- 
er of tho peaceful wing of the Repub- 
licans, agrees to a truce, provided his 
friends under arrest be liberated, free- 
dom of the press restored and the 
elections ordered. 

Admiral Do Amaril, the devoted 
friend of the Queen, who assumes 
power, is committed to the reversal of 
the entire policy of tho dictatorship, 
the abolition of repressive measures 
and the restoration of the "old liberal 
monarchy." 

On Saturday government by decree 
will be withdrawn, amnesty accorded 
political offenders not implicated in 
deeds of violence and the embargo on 
the press raised. ' 

Franco's downfall is complete. He 
recognized that it was impossible to 
saddle tho youthful King at the out- 
set of his reign with the stern pro- 
gramme, involving the immediate ban- 
ishment and deportation of soveral 
hundred political offenders, to which 
ho had committed himself if he re- 
tained ofilce. Ho told a friend that the 
assassination of the King ended his 
political career. He offered his ser- 
vices, however, but these were re- 
fused by both the Queen and tho Dow- 
ager Queen, agreeing with the unani- 
mous view of tho Council of State that 
the author of the dictatorship must be 
cast aside, 

Mystery of the Plot. 
Practically no headway has been 
mado in unravelling the plot of which 
the murder of the King and Crown 
Prince was but one step. Tho police 
now admit that the three men arrest- 
ed were not involved. Every one of 
the desperate band except the three 
men killed escaped in the confusion. 
The identification of these three 
throws but little light upon their con- 
nections. While it is believed by some 
that they wero involved in the con- 
spiracy which was unearthed in tho 
latter part of January, it is possible 
that the regicides planned an execu- 
tion on the spur of the moment after 
the appearance of a decree of the 
small group of militant revolutionar- 
ies or anarchistic socialists, who may 
have imagined that the obliteration of 
the Braganza dynasty would cause the 
uprising of the people. The conspir- 
acy was foiled in both respects, as tho 
young prince escaped, and the people 
wait mournfully for the double funeral 
on Saturday. 

A visitor would be struck by tho ab- 
sence of the conventional signs of na- 
tional mourning. The white and blue 
flag of Portugal and the standards of 
the foreign countries are half-masted, 
and the officers have black bands on 
their arms but only here and there is 
there a knot of crepe at the windows. 
Among the better classes the men 
wear black cravats. The royal arms 
shops are draped and the shutters half 
closed. Most of tho European states 
are pending special missions to at- 
tend the funeral, these including the 
Prince of AVales and the Duke of 
Aosta. Tho Countess of Paris, Queen 
Amelie's mother, will arrive here to- 
night. Two of tho ships of the Brit- 
ish fleet at Vigo aro expected here. 
King Carlos having held rank us an 
admiral of tho British navy. 

The two Queens remain in the palace 
with their dead, prostrated with grief. 
The Queen mother is broken hearted. 
Both are devout Catholics and spend 
much of their time in prayer. 
The New Cabinet. 
During the course of the day Admiral 
Do Amaral succeeded in bringing the 
opposing factions to his way of think- 
ing, and finally announced that tho 
cabinet had been definitely constitut- 
ed as follows: 

Premier and minister of tho interior, 
Roar-Admiral Ferreira Do Amaral; 
minister of public works, Soulier Car- 
vet Maghcles; minister of marine, Vlco- 
Admial Augusto Do Castllho; minister 
of justice, Arthur Alberto do Compos 
Henriques; minister of foreign affairs, 
Dr. Winceslao De Hperelrn Lla; min- 
ister of finance, Manoel Alfonso 
D'Espreguoria ; minister of war, Se- 
ba'stlano Custldado de Sua Telles. Ad- 
miral Ferreira Do Amaral, Senhor 
Magholes and Admiral Augusta do 
Castllho aro known as Independents. 
Senhor Henriques and Dr. Lima are 
Regenerators, while Senhor D'Espre- 
guoria and Senhor Spusa Telles are 
Progressives. Tho last two ministers 
count upon tho support of all tho 
monarch lal factions, 

Admiral Augusto De Castllho and 
Senhor Mnghcles havo never held of- 
fice before. Admiral Ferreira Do 
Amnral is Invested with tho full pow- 
ers of premier, but lie consults fre- 
quently with King Munuol and Queon 
Amelia. , 

The Premiers Plans. 
In an interview the now premier 
said that lie had accepted power In 
order to pacify tho disturbed public 
spirit ah!a ' re-establish and restoro 
normal li'fcj, because he believed the 



Portuguese people were devotedly at- 
tached to the monarchy. If revolution 
was ever possible, ho said, tho terrible 
crime which has overwhelmed the na- 
tion would prevent its realization. He 
told of his plana to hold the new elec- 
tions In April. He, together with the 
entire cabinet, paid an official visit 
to the palace this afternoon. 

Franco's Scheme 
A high official said today that 
Franco wanted to exercise even a more 
despotic power, and that at the inter- 
view with the new king he said it 
was quite impossible for him to, join 
the coalition movement. 

It was with eyes filled with ears 
that King Manuel Dually accepted 
Franco's resignation. Tho former pre- 
mier then hastily left the palace, and 
had not been seen since. King Man- 
uel then called In the monarchial lead- 
ers and named Admiral Ferreira Do 
Amaral premier of the new cabinet. 

Queen Am olio herself issued orders 
to the. military that the life of Franco 
should bo carefully guarded. 

Thrice dally the church bells in Lis- 
bon toll for the dead. The bodies rest 
in a room on the .second floor of the 
palace. An altar, on which repose a 
crucifix and six burning candles, has 
been erected at the head of bier. Here 
the Patriarch of Lisbon says masses 
for tho repose of the souls of the 
dead, and the two queens come to 
pray. On Thursday, when all has 
been arranged, the public will be ad- 
mitted to the room. The Associated 
Press correspondent this afternoon 
visited the-palaee. Soldiers, with arms 
stacked, guarded the gates and walls. 
Visitors, chiefly of the Portuguese no- 
bility, members of tho court and dip- 
lomatic corps and officers were going 
and coming. The majority of the 
visitors simply inscribed their names 
in a register in the ante-chamber lead- 
ing to the royal apartments, where 
the king's guards were drawn up with 
halberds reversed. 

The boy sovereign is facing a trying 
ordeal with Braganza courage, but his 
ashen face and tears unbidden to the 
eyes tell the story of the strain. This 
afternoon he received his new minis- 
ters, headed by Admiral Do Amaril, 
tho retiring cabinet, headed by Franco, 
as well as several diplomats, Including 
Charles Page Bryan, the American 
minister. While one of the foreign 
representatives was speaking of King 
Carlos, the new king's eyes overflowed 
with tears. "Yesterday," he said, "I 
was taking music lessons. How can 
I be king today?" 

More About tho .Plot 
London, ' Feb. 4. — A special despatch 
from Madrid said the ambassador of 
Spain at Lisbon telegraphs that the 
city apparently is peaceful, but entire- 
ly occupied by troops. Tho Necessi- 
dades alace, the private residences of 
members of the new cabinet and lead- 
ing politicians, both Progressive and 
Regenerators, are strongly guarded. 

Continuing, the ambassador says 
that the original plan of the 
conspirators was to scatter the muni- 
cipal guards on duty at the door of 
the ' residence of Dictator Franco by 
means of bombs, and then to enter his 
house and capture him and kill him. 
The next step in the programme was 
to send all the members of the royal 
family over the frontier and proclaim 
n republic. It was Buissa who killed 
the king, while the crown prince was 
killed by a man named Dacosta. Both 
were Republicans.

Manning, seconded by 
Aid. Wilson, moved an. amendment to 
the effect that the matter be referred 
back to tho board of control, which 
carried.

Never before In 
the annals of the council has it had 
such a large and at the same time so 
uproarious an audience. Every incn 
of seating and standing room, both In 
the gallery and on the ground floor 
of tho chamber, was taken up, and 
from above a sea of human faces 
peered down on the city fathers, now 
applauding and clapping, now hooting 
and hissing as the remarks of the 
speakers pleased or displeased them. 



PAVEMENT AFLOAT 



The Nowly Laid Portion on Govern- 
ment Street is in Bad Con- 
dition 



A whole pavement afloat was the 
unique sight which passcrsby on Gov- 
ernment street witnessed last night. 
The new blocks which were yesterday 
and on Monday put down on the east 
side of Government street, from 
Droughton street north to Fort street, 
were literally swimming in the water 
which had collected on top of the con- 
crete foundation. 

In more than a dozen places the 
blocks were floating and all evening tho 
condition of the long looked for new 
pavement was the subject of comment. 
As the blocks wero merely resting on 
the foundation the water quickly lifted 
them up. That portion of the new 
pavement laid on the west side of the 
street was not in as bad condition 
though* there wero several portions 
which floated an inch or two from the 
foundation. 



Fatal Fire at Richmond. 

Richmond, Que., Feb. 4.— -Four lives 
were lost in a lire which broke out 
this afternoon in the residence of a 
prosperous farmer, Andrew Campbell. 
Campbell, who was a man of 74 years, 
lost his life, and with him perished his 
daughter-in-law, ChriBtlno Avez, of 
St. Godfrey, aged 30, and her two chil- 
dren, 2 years and 4 monjbs respec- 
tively. 



Ottawa, Feb. 4. — The House of Com- 
mons devoted another day to the dis- 
cussion of the motion of Mr. Lake for 
the appointment of a committee to in- 
vestigate the alleged alienation of tho 
timber lands of the Northwest. 

Mr. Boyce was the first speaker. 
The only defense of the Liberal mem- 
bers who had spoken was that , the 
Conservative government fifteen year3 
ago used to do the same thing.

He had opened the tenders in a 
straightforward manner, and any in- 
sinuation that he was in collusioh 
with any of the tenderers was abso- 
lutely false. He demanded that Mr. 
Boyce should make definite charges if 
ho had any to make. Mr. Turriff's re- 
marks brought forth a hearty round of 
applause from the Liberals. 

Mr, Boyce, continuing, said tho peo- 
ple had a right to an hone3t adminis- 
tration, and the government should 
not permit the public domain to be 
handed over to political thugs. 

Mr. Oliver followed and declared 
that tho discussion had degenerated 
into a farce. There was nothing to 
compare with it since the famous, case 
of Bardell and Pickwick. The govern- 
ment's policy had been a success. Tho 
Cedar Lake proposition, on which Mr. 
Ames had placed such a high figure,' 
was of no more value than if it was 
in the moon. If there was a backdoor 
open to tenderers where was it? ho 
asked. There were not more million- 
aires on the Liberal side than on the 
Conservative, a statement which Was 
greeted with a roar of opposition 
laughter. The government had noth- 
ing to be ashamed of in the adminis- 
tration of public lands. Mr. Oliver 
declared that most of the charges mado 
about tho department referred to 
things which had happened before ho 
took charge. If they would name any- 
thing si'ice he became a minister he 
would be the first to demand an in- 
vestigation. 

R. L. Borden followed. He com- 
plained that the' policy of the gov-i 
eminent appeared to bo that the 
limits which at the present time had 
only a speculative value, should be 
handed ever to the speculators until 
such a time as they had a real value. 
That policy did not benefit tho people 
of tho country. The government 
should retain possession of the limits 
until they could be sold to advantage. 
There was no jiecesslty for selling 
them when they were sold, for Mr. 
Oliver had stated that the lumber 
yards were full of lumber at the time. 
It was not Sir John A. Macdonald and 
Mr. Mackenzie who were on trial at 
the present time, but tho Laurier gov- 
ernment. The government alloweldi 
only three or four weeks for the ad- 
vertising of limits, and then the suc- 
cessful tenderers secured four or five 
years in which to select the timber 
limits they wanted. He complained 
that Mr. Turriff treated the whole 
matter in n. flippant manner. Mr. 
Borden condemned Mr. Oliver for tho 
Fraser-Nolan tender episode. Nolan 
apparently did .not know that the 
tender had been put in his name. Ho 
closed with the assertion that thero 
was considerable ground for demand- 
ing an inquiry. 

The adjournment of the debate was 
moved by Mr. Sifton, and thero is 
much interest in regard to what he 
will have to say. 

A return relative to the disposition 
of a small timber berth on the Atha- 
basca river two years ago has been 
brought down in tho Commons. The 
area was three-quarters of a square 
mile. John Hail, Edmonton, bid fifty 
dollars for the berth, ho being the man 
Who had asked that it be advertised 
for sale. There was only ono other 
tender, that of James Smith, of Karn- 
loops, who offered fifty dollars, and 
tho license was duly Issued to him 
He was required to have tho area 
surveyed by October 10 last, but 
Smith wrote the department In 
A.ugust stating that ho was Interest- 
ed in berths 1,330-30, held by Alex* 
Smith, of Ottawa, and to save ex- 
pense Jamrs Smith asked that he be 
allowed until January 1, 1906, so that 
all the berths could be surveyed to- 
gether.

The motions of John Oliver and J. 
H. Hawthornthwaite looking to the dis- 
missal of the lieutenant-governor came 
up at the sitting of the legislature yes- 
terday. Both were ruled out of order, 
the speaker holding that the movers 
I ill each instance had • been guilty 
| olfonoe against rule 15: 
shall speak disrespectfully of Hi's M.a- 
I Jesty, nor of any of t he royal family, 
nor of the governor or person admin- 
istrating the government of Canada, 
nor of the lieutenant-governor of this 
province; nor shall he use offensive 
i words against any' member of this 
house; nor shall ho speak beside the 
question in debate." 

The debate upon the point of order 
which in each case was brought up 
by the premier, at times waxed warm 
and the movers of the resolutions in 
question appealed each case to the 
house from the decision of the chair. 
In both cases the chair was sustained 
on a straight party vote, Liberals and 
Socialists against the government. 

The debate upon the bill amending 
the Coal Tax act was resumed in com- 
mittee. Exception was taken to the 
terms of the amending act by Mr. Oli- 
ver, who stated that the bill as drafted 
gave the government the power to im- 
pose a tax of live cents per ton upon 
all the coal mince' in the past eight, 
years. The bill was, however, report- 
ed complete without amendments and 
the report will be considered today. 

The adjourned debate upon the bill 
amending the Railway Assessment act 
was resumed by H. C. Brewster (Al- 
berni). The government made a state- 
ment with regard to the arrangement 
entered into with the E. & N. by which 
the latter immediately commenced the 
construction of the Alberni extension. 
Hon. R. G. Tatlow stated that the C. P. 
R. had agreed that when the contract 
for the first ten miles of grading was 
let there would be an arrangement with 
the contractor to give white labor the 
preference. 

The debate upon the second reading 
of the bill was adjourned until today. 

Today the debate upon the Univers- 
ity bill will probably be continued. 

The report of the commission upon 
irrigation will be brought down Thurs- 
day by v Hon. F. J. Fulton, chief com- 
missioner of lands and works. The 
Civil Service act will be advanced to- 
day or tomorrow and for the rest of 
the week every effort will be made to 
dispose of routine business in order to 
leave the slate clear for the budget, 
which will be given early in- the week, 
perhaps Monday. 

The Immigration, or "Natal" bill will 
probably be finally read by the house 
today. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2.30 
o'clock.

Hon. Mr. McBride: Mr. Speaker, 
while the motion of the hon. gentle- 
man is very skilfully drawn I do not 
think that any hon. member will have 
the. slightest difficulty in reaching the 
conclusion that the inference, which 
must of necessity be drawn from the 
words used in my hon. friend's motion, 
is that in his private capacity as 
president of Use Wellington Colliery 
company, he did something which was 
derogatory to the office he occupies 
as chief executive officer of the prov- 
ince of British Columbia.

Mr. 'Hawthornthwaite': I beg 
move, sir, the following resolution: 

Whereas, during the last session of. 
this house, a bill was introduced intit- 
uled an Act to Regulate immigration 
into British Columbia, with the object 
and intent of preventing a furthor In 
flux into this province of "backward 
races," notably certain of the subjects 
of his imperial majesty the mikado of 
Japan; and' ' 

Whereas the said bill, as amended, 
successfully passed through the vari- 
ous stages in this legislature, was sup- 
ported by the members of the execu- 
tive council at that time present, and 
was enacted, so far 'as it lay in the 
power of the members of this legisla- 
ture; and 

Whereas the Honorable James Duns- 
muir,, lieutenant-governor of this 
province, refused to assent to the pas- 
sage of said bill; and 

•Whereas the Hon. Richard McBride, 
Premier of British Columbia, has pub- 
licly stated that the lieutenant-gover- 
nor Was not advised by his govern- 
ment to refuse to give his assent to 
said bill; and 1 

Whereas it has transpired, during 
an investigation by the deputy minis 
ter of labor, MacKenzie King, acting 
under instructions from the .Dominion 
government, into the causes and na- 
ture of the extraordinary immigration 
of Japanese laborers into this province, 
that the honorable James Dunsmuir, 
in Ills private capacity as an operator 
of coal mines In this province, had, on 
or about the time of the passage of 
said bill, entered into a contract witli 
tho Canadian Nippon company, of 
Vancouver, to procure live hundred 
Japanese coolies for exploitation in his 
coa] mines; and 

Whereas the passage of the afore- 
said bill would have had the effect of 
delaying or preventing the coming 
into tills province of tho laborers 
aforesaid; 

Therefore, be, it resolved, that this 
house appeal to the governor-general 
of this Dominion to investigate into alj 
these matters, and should it be ascer- 
tained that'the honorable James Duns- 
muir has acted unconstitutionally, 
that he be dismissed forthwith from 
office. 

Hon. Mr. McBride: In accordance 
with what I have already intimated to 
my hon. friend, the mover, I take the 
same objection to this motion that I 
raised under rule 15 to the motion of 
the hon. member for the Delta. It is 
not within the competence of the hon.

Mr. Hawthornthwaite: I hope, sir, 
that your opinion on this point of or- 
der will not be the same as you have 
just given. 1 may say that I have 
drawn it very carefully, in order to 
bring it within the terms of your de- 
cision of the 29th ult. 

Take it to Ottawa. 

Hon. Mr. McBride.— Mr. Speaker, 
with your permission I will reply to 
the observations of my hon. friend. I 
have alreadv made It clear to the house 
that this legislature has already pro- 
nounced on the constitutionality of his 
honor's course. 

Mr. Macdonald. — Xo. 

Hon. Mr. .McBride. — I say yes. I. 
maintain, sir, that by virtue of the 
vote which was taken in this house 
the other day, the constitutionality of 
his honor's course was endorsed by 
this house. And I further contend that 
what is in reality aimed at in this mo? 
tion is to make in this manner an at- 
tack upon the private character of his 
honor the lieutenant-governor. What I 
beg to say In these circumstances is 
this, that 'when it is desired to take a 
course of that kind, recour.se should be 
had to the instrument that brings the 
lieutenant-governor of British Colum- 
bia into existence. Now, sir, the in- 
strument, that brings him into exist- 
ence is the instrument which should 
remove him; and if hon. gentlemen 
opposite are really anxious to thrash 
this whole question out before the pro- 
per tribunal they have abundant op- 
portunity and quite within their reach 
to take it from this house and to lay 
it before the governor in council. It 
appears to me that this scries of reso- 
lutions are merely brought before this 
house in order to. make gallery play 
before the public of British Columbia. 
The fact is, sir, that hon. gentlemen op- 
posite are today in a quandary. They 
know how hopelessly negligent the au- 
thorities at Ottawa have been in deal- 
ing with the Japanese question. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts.— It seems to me 
that the hon. the premier is at present 
somewhat out of order. 

Hon. Mr. McBride— What I have ji-» 
been saying has been simply by way 
of explanation and enlarging on the 
point of order that has been raised. 
In 1900, the members of the opposi- 
tion which was sitting at that time in 
this house insisted that the then 
lieutenant-governor had acted uncon- 
stitutionally, on the ground that when 
he dismissed from power the Hon. Mr. 
Turner and his administration, he hail 
established a precedent in our consti- 
tutional history which was absolutely 
without any justification. And, sir, 
It was on that constitutional point, 
and on that constitutional point alone, 
that the opposition of the day put 
their light when that matter eventual- 
ly came before tho house. I remem- 
ber protesting and very vigorously, 
too, at that time in my place as a pri- 
vate member in this house against the 
action of the then lieutenant -governor, 
and we know very well that our protest 
in defence of our constitutional rights 
resulted In tho removal of the Hon. Mr.

whatever. 

With regard to the log, it had been 
held that if a captain of a sealing 
schooner failed to keep his log properly 
it was a matter of a fine for the c;ip- 
taln, but did not render the ship liable 
to confiscation. 

On tho merits, he said that there 
was no reliable evidence that the six 
skins mentioned had been caught out 
of season. Counsel for the prosecu- 
tion had put the log In evidence, whose 
accuracy had not been impugned, and 
he must abide by its contents. That 
log showed when the seals were caught 
and that they were all killed before 
Rfay 1. 

In a case where the evidence showed 
that a British snip was seized In the 
midst of it number of Japanese ships 
similarly occupied, the court would be. 
glad to render the verdict to which, he 
submitted, he was entitled, both on 
the law and the facts. 

Prosecution's Side. 
For the prosecution, A. P. Luxton, 
j K. C, submitted that the point at is- 
sue narrowed itself down to whether 
an offense had been committed against 
the. provisions of the Bering sea award 
treaty. Now that the vessel had come 
within the jurisdiction of the court 
and was in the custody of the marshal, 
the question as to whether there were 
any irregularities in the seizure be- 
came unimportant. The provisions as 
to tho procedure in connection with 
the seizing of vessels were in aitl of 
the treaty merely, and not tho essen- 
tial part of it. Under the treaty and 
the statute based thereon the ship was 
forfeit directly the offense was com- 
mitted, and it had been held that title 
thereto cannot subsequently pass; all 
! that was needed beins an order of the 
\ I court declaring her condemned. In the 
face of these facts, mistakes on the 
part of the captors could not put the 
defendants in a better position. 

He argued that the evidence clearly 
showed that the six skins had been 
caught a few days before the Carlotta 
Cox was boarded b> the Rush. The 
kg hook showed- that the schooner 
left Hesqult April 22, where a num- 
ber of skins had been sent down to 
Victoria. Since that time the log 
showed that 71 skins had been caught, 
the obvious inference beliis that she 
had sent away all her skins at Hes- 
qult, and that the six caught since 
tho opening of the sealing season had 
not been logged. 

Counsel contended that Cap f aln 
Ainsworth was properly .authorized, if 
the point were considered important, 
and that a special authorisation was 
not necessary and was not specified 
In the act. 
The court reserved judgment. 



Pets of the Provincial Health 
Officer Met Untimely End 
On Monday Morning 



Burned by Night Riders 

Salem, Ohio. Feb. 4. — Two hundred 
"Night Riders" ' visited Dyacusburg, 
Ky„ early this morning and burned 
Bennett's tobacco warehouse and dis- 
tillery. Loss, 540,000. 



Swift, sudden and appalling, the 
hand of the grim reaper moved the 
other evening in this city. Three hun- 
dred young and promising lives were 
snatched away without a moment's no- 
tice and to the grief and dismay, of 
their guardians. 

It was not through tho agency of 
some modern Herod that this slaugh- 
ter was brought about. It occurred at 
the addition to the laboratory of the 
provincial medical department, which 
has recently been built on the grounds 
of tho provincial government, near the 
mineral museum. Poisoned by the 
products of combustion given off from 
a gas stove, scores of rabbits, rats and 
guinea pigs met untimely ends. 

Dr. Pagan has recently had the 
building erected in order that he might 
be able to cope with any outbreak or 
epidemic which might occur. 

It is built of concrete and is virtu- 
ally hermetically sealed. Used to the 
warm tli of tho domestic, collar, these 
rats were pampered by tne addition 
of a gas stoveof the ordinary domestic 
type, attached in the usual manner to 
a gas pipe connecting with the ordi- 
nary mains. The stove was lighted 
on Sunday evening. On Monday morn- 
ing it was still burning, .but:, all the 
subjects were decease,!. Dr. Fagan 
diagnosed it as "death from asphyxia- 
tion from carbonic acid gas." 

"If the lesson will convince anyone 
of the danger which results from' the 
use of a gas stove without pjoper. 
ventilation, the loss is a cheat) one," 
the doctor remarked, "but I'm afraid it 
Is of no use. Many people would lose 
their lives from the same cj.us.e, If it- 
were not that their houses are faultily 
built and fresh air penetrans to re- 
new the oxygen exhausted." 

Emigrants' Mecca. 

Although only two of tho 309 emi- 
grants assisted to the Colonies by the 
Central Emigration Board- went to v 
Australia, the remainder having gone 
to Canada, the board has no complaint 
to make against the methods of any of 
the Commonwealth State overnmcntr:. 

"All the applicants excepting two," 
said Sir C. Kinloch-Cooke, chairman 
of tho board, In an ihtervlow, "ashed 
to bo sent to Canada, which seems to - 
be better known among would-be emi- 
grants than Australia. 

"The Central JJmleratton Board 
would llko to see a wider scheme of 
immigration adopted by tho Austral- . 
ian States. At present they only .want 
domestic^ servants and agriculturalists, 
ana wo . would like to se« the doors 
opened, for. otlwe clfWUW," 
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ons a right to supervise all legisla- 
tion of the Canadian Parliament; for 
similar reasons it has conferred a 
like power of supervision of provin- 
cial legislation upon tie federal-gov- 
ernment. To that extent neither the 
Dominion nor any province enjoys 
the absoute right or self-government. 
What is known as the omnipotence of 
parliament is to that extent ciualified 
in Canada, but subject to that quali- 
fication we have every other rfght 
vested by the British Constitution in 
the residents of the United King- 
dom. '

THE A.-Y.-P. EXPOSITION. 

We are not yet advised that any- 
thing is likely to bo done at Ottawa 
in the way of seeing that Canada is 
properly represented at the Alaska- 

• Yukon-Pacific Exposition, to bo held 
; at Seattle next year. We assume that 
Dr. Thompson, of the Yukon, will urge 
the matter very strongly upon the at- 
tention of the government, and wc 
hope that his hands will be strength- 
ened by the representatives of British 
Columbia. It would bo much to be 
'regretted if that Exposition "should be 

" held and Western Canada, at least, 
should not be represented thereat. We 
have seen an absurd referendo to this 
enterprise in the Ottawa Citizen, 
which treats the Exposition as a 
scheme on the part of Seattle to grab 
the trade of the Yukon. Such a nar- 
row provincial view of the question 
is a surprise coming from a paper like 
the Citizen. The Exposition will set 
forth tlie resources of the Northwest 

" Coast, Whether, Canada contributes a 
dollar to it or no, and if we want to 
lose the trade of the Yukon the best 
way to go about it is to refrain from 
making an exhibit. As a matter of 
fact, the trade of the Yukon is in 
Canadian hands and cannot be taken 
away unless we allow our neighbors 
to out-advertise us so completely that 
people will forget that we are in ex- 
istence. But the Exposition is more 

■ than an advertising scheme for a lot 
of wholesale houses. It is designed 
to make known to the world what the 
great Northwest Coast is, and as Can- 
ada owns "the most valuable part of 
this/splendld region, we ought to make 
the fact known. 

A MUCH- ABUSED WORD 

i We all remember the good lady who 
said that .she always derived much 
comfort rrom that blessed word 
'•Mesopotamia," and we know of a 
good many people who take a special 
and somewhat similar pleasure out of 
the word "constitution." In an un- 
happy day a draftsman called a cer- 
tain piece of provincial legislation 
'■The Constitution Act," whereas in 
point of fact it 'was only a statute 
regulating the political machinery 
of the province. Following the ex- 
. ample of our United States neighbors 
we have got into the habit of speak- 
ing of statutes as constitutional or 
unconstitutional, when what we real- 
ly mean is that they are intra vires 
or ultra vires of the legislature enact- 
ing them. The British North Amer- 
ica act defines how the Dominion and 
the provinces shall be constituted, 
but it does not define the Constitution 
of Canada in the sense in which we 
speak of the British Constitution, 
which may be roughly said to con- 
slat of all the statutes, the established 
precedents and the customs of the 
realm'. We do not as Canadians der- 
ive any rights from the British North 
America act, which we did not poss- 
ess already as British subjects. By 
itJie- .provisions of that act certain 
lines of procedure are fixed, there 
is a certain distribution of legislat- 
ive and executive power, certain of- 
ficles are created and certain lines 
of procedure are laid down; hut we 
are deprived of nothing by the Act 
which' wc. had before it was passed, 
and we are given no greater consti- 
tutional rights than wo already poss- 
essed. There are provisions in the 
Act, such for example as those relat- 
ing to the Iioyal Assent to Bills, 
which restrict the powers of certain 
officials, but do not in any sense re- 
strict the constitutional rights of the 
people. An official may follow the 
provisions of the act strictly and yet 
be held by the people to have acted 
in an unconstitutional way. As an 
illustration of the distinction between 
Constitutional power and Constitu- 
tional procedure, we note that 
tho Act .says that the Gov- 
ernor-General may withhold assent, 
but if he should withhold such assent 
except by special instructions from 
the Imperial government, lie would 
act unconstitutionally, and under 
the principles of parliamentary gov- 
ernment as they have been evolved, 
Ills advisers would not be justified 
in advising him to disregard the will 
of Parliament as expressed in a Bill 
regularly passed. In other words, 
while there is a statutory power vest- 
ed In him to withhold assent, he has 
that power upon the same terms as 
tho Crown is said to hold a similar 
power In respect to Bills passed by 
the British Parliament, that 1h "upon 
condition that It shall never be ex- 
ercised," and as a matter of fact It 
has not been exercised for over two 
hundred years. By the strict letter of 
tho B. N. A. Act the Governor-Gen- 
eral has what amounts to a right to 
veto; but constitutionally, wc all 
know that ho has nothing »f the 
kind. The British Parliament has 



AN EXTRAORDINARY POSITION 

The Hamilton Spectator, which is 
a prominent Conservative paper, af- 
ter pointing out that for tho Domin- 
ion government to disallow the Bill 
now before the legislature relating to 
immigration would be to lose the 
whole of this province at the next 
elections, and after saying that the fed- 
eral government was exceedingly 
short-sighted in taking the Japanese 
treaty as it stood without any quali- 
fications in regard to immigration^ 
makes the following somewhat re-) 
markable observation: 

In very many respects the treaty 
relationship with Japan is a good 
thing for Canada. To lose the ad- 
vantages it offers by an abrogation 
brought about through the passing of 
the Bowser bill in British Columbia, 
would bo a distinct lass to Canadian 
trade. Unlike the Pacific coast prov- 
ince, the rest of the Dominion seems 
to be pretty well satisfied that Jap- 
an's assurances to Hon. Mr. Lemieux, 
though they are but verbal, will be 
honestly lived up to and will meet the 
situation complained of. In any event 
the feeling is that Japan shoud have 
a chance to make good". And if in the 
meantime the premier is forced by 
British Columbia to choose between 
two chances — the loss of the treaty or 
the loss of a province — the voice of 
the rest of tho Dominion would m- 
animously suggest the' latter. 

Probably what the 'Spectator 
means is that, if Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
consults the wishes of the rest of the 
Dominion, he will allow British Col- 
umbia to declare against him rather 
than sacrifice the Japanese treaty, 
but this is not what its language may 
imply. It is open to the construction 
that it means that the province: 
might be lost to the Dominion rather 
than that iiie treaty with Japan, 
should bo sacrificed. We assume that 
the Spectator meant what Is first 
above stated, and that in its opinion 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier would do well 
to appeal to the people of the Do- 
minion against the demands of the 
people of this province on this ques- 
tion. Wc are more than surprised 
to see the Spectator take such 
a position, that it advises the 
Dominion government to disregard the 
well understood wishes of the people 
of this province. As things develop, 
we are beginning to wonder where we 
all stand on the question of Oriental 
immigration. 



A CRITIC CORRECTED, 

Certain people and newspapers, find- 
ing themselves unable to answer the 
arguments of The Colonist, adopt the 
plan of misrepresenting what this pa- 
per has said. It is much the simpler 
way. Last night, for example, the 
Times said that we "found the action 
of the Lieutenant-Governor in regard 
to disallowance unconstitutional." 
This statement is wrong in more par- 
ticulars than one. It is wrong because, 
so far as anyone has been advised, 
the Bowser Bill has not yet been dis- 
allowed. The Lieutenant-Governor 
did not disallow it. The only power 
that has a right to disallow it is the 
Dominion government, and the time 
has not yet expired in which it may 
do so. We are writing under the' as- 
sumption that the provincial govern- 
ment has not been advised as to what 
the Dominion government intends to 
do. Now, for the benefit of those peo- 
ple who are careless of the meaning 
of words, we may say that the Bill 
was only "reserved for the significa- 
tion of the Governor-General's pleas- 
ure." There is an error in the Bill, 
which, in our humble judgment, al- 
though Mr. Stuart Henderson does not 
agree with us, would render it 
inoperative, If it should receive the as- 
sent of His Excellency. This being 
the case if it is the intention of the 
Dominion government to advise His 
Excellency that such a measure ought, 
when free from error, to become law, 
tho Lieutenant-Governor should be 
notified to that effect, in which event 
the legislature could pass another BUI 
with the error corrected. We think 
we may assume that this has not been 
done, and accept as a necessary in- 
ference tiic conclusion that the Do- 
minion government has no intention 
whatever of permitting such legisla- 
tion to come into effect. II is as- 
tonishing that tho Times would under- 
take to discuss a question of this na- 
ture without knowing the difference 
between disallowance and reservation. 

The Times says that wc found the 
Governor's course "unconstitutional." 
What we said was that a case of "ex- 
extreme necessity" did not exist in the 
case of the Bowser Bill and therefore 
that His Honor had not followed the 
"constitutional practice" as defined In 
the Order-ln-Counctl of November 
29th, 1882. This was all we said. If 
the Times does not know the differ- 
once between an unooiistlt.utlon.-il act 
and a departure from prescribed con- 
stitutional practice, wo cannot hope to 
enlighten it; but to make the differ- 
ence clear to those who are not ab- 
solutely dense, we may say that a de- 
parture from constitutional practice 
may be waived Jn Btjnh, a case either 
by the Dominion government accept- 
ing the full responsibility of tho act 
of its official or by .the legislature 
declaring that it finds no ceuho of

Wo speak of Victoria as a city of 
homes? What do we mean by this? 
The newspapers print pictures of 
homes, but we are hot quite sure that 
these are the places that we have in 
mind when wo apply this attractive 
title to our city. There are many 
fine homes here. large Imposing 
structures standing in spacious 
grounds in localities of the most 
sightly nature. These arc homes that 
attract the attention of the visitor. 
They create an impression of leisure ; 
wealth and comfort. In this sense 
Victoria is a city of homes and 
rapidly becoming morn so. But there 
is another aspect to the case. Vic- 
toria is a city of homes of an unpre 
tcntious character and yet notable tor 
their taste and beauty.

Money can make almost any place 
beautiful; but it takes something else 
to enable tho mechanic, the clerk or 
the businessman of moderate means to 
surround himself at home with things 
that are a source of pleasure to him- 
self and his family and objects of ad- 
miration to all who see them. There 
is no necessity to tell rich people that 
they can come to Victoria and make 
themselves beautiful homes. They 
know that already. They can do that, 
if they are rich enough in Sahara. 
What we want the world to know is 
that the. worker, the man of moderate 
means, can have his home here a thing 
of beauty, not perhaps on a grand 
scale, but in » simple and delightful 
way that will have a happy influence 
upon his life and that of his family.

We are extremely pleased, of course, 
to note that Seattle capitalists are 
perfecting plans to erect in this city 
a big modern office building; but why 
is it that in almost every field of en- 
terprise in British Columbia, people 
from the United States are allowed to 
take the lead? They rushed Into the 
Yukon and opened up our mining re- 
sources; they were the first to appre- 
ciate the splendid opportunities ahead 
of the timber industry; they were 
foremost in the development of tho 
Kootenay district.

When one considers that as yet Can- 
ada is only in its infancy and that 
the western portion of it, particularly 
the great province of British Columbia 
is only scratched, it is not in the least 
surprising to be authoritatively told 
that the "Trans-Canada" project for 
a railway from ocean to ocean, is by 
no means dead, but that, on the con- 
trary, strong hopes are entertained 
that its construction will be under- 
taken at a comparatively early dale. 
It will bo recalled that this scheme 
loomed quite large in the public eye for 
a time some half-dozen years ago, but 
that it was overshadowed by the de- 
cision of the government to build the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. Mr. J*. G. Scott, 
manager of the Lake St. John division 
of the Canadian Northern, has just is- 
sued the following statement to the 
Montreal Witness: "We aro now ask- 
ing parliament to prolong tho time 
stipulated in our charter for the ex- 
penditure of 15 per cent of the capital, 
it happening that our expenses, al- 
though considerable for surveys and 
other matters, have not yet reached the 
amount fixed by the charter. If, there- 
fore, parliament accedes to our de- 
mand, wc hope that tho Trans-Can- 
ada will be built, and as the routo se- 
lected by its promoters is from one to 
three hundred miles to the north of 
tho Grand Trunk Pacific, it will con- 
sequently be tho shortest one between 
the head of navigation on the Sague- 
nay and the Pacific ocean. It may 
seem extravagant to talk of another 
transcontinental, but we aro assured 
there is still place for another, and 
there will be traffic likewise. As a 
matter of fact, the wheat zone in the 
Canadian Northwest extends four 
hundred miles to the north of the pro- 
posed line, which passes to the north of 
Lake Winnipeg and three hundred 
miles from the American frontier, so 
that as a military line it would in: 
surer than any other means of com- 
munication between the east and west 
of our country. In fact, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, in speaking of tho G, T. P. 
somo three months ago, said that a 
a new line would be begun to the Pa- 
cific before even the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific would be completed."

. round the world might rip some holes 
in the Monroe Doctrine. 

Punch, in a recent issue, has a 'car- 
toon representing a Japanese in . na- 
tional costume standing on the. sea- 
shore, while Miss Canada, in a sort of 
Indian costume, bars the . way. .' The 
cartoon is styled "Love at Long 
Range,'' and under it are these words: 

"Japan — Lady, I recognize that my 
. advances are distasteful to you, but 
I trust I may still regard myself as 
it, friend of the family." 

"Canada— If you'll promise to let 
me see as little as possible of you, 
I don't mind being a sister to you for 
mother's sake." ; 

We fancy that there would be gen- 
. eral agreement that Canada can ab- 
sorb without inconvenience n large 
number of strong healthy British-born 
children. Possibly it could be demon- 
strated that such immigrants would 
ultimately make better citizens than 
adults, Inasmuch as they would prac- 
tically be "made in Canada." These 
. observations are induced on reading 
{the following brief Canadian Associat- 
ed Press dispatch: 
London, Jan. 26. — Mr. MacNamara, 
I in' opening tho home for pauper chil- 
dren at Birmingham, said he could 
wish nothing better than that, the 
present system of emigration of such 
to Canada should wisely be extended 
in the case of strong, healthy children, 
(10,000 of Whom were chargeabro to 
the poor law.

Tho editors of a large number ot 
Canadian newspapers are just at pres- 
ent engaged in pointing out to Japan 
certain places on tho globe whore she 
may send her emigrants without caus- 
ing any embarrassment to the white 
races. The Montreal Witness thinks 
the Japanese would like Brazil and it 
goes to some trouble to cite t lie cli- 
'"' matic and other advantages of the' 
'vl-'ortuseso • republic. The Witness 
■'leaves out of its calculation tho 't'rifi 
ling possibility of the Brazilians not 
.'being disposed to welcome the Japa- 
nese. Its views, however, are of such 
general interest at this time that we 
reproduce them: 
. While Canada, Australia and tho 
.United States object to the immigra- 
tion of Japanese laborers, Brazil is re- 
ported to be willing to throw open her 
doors to them. Brazil is a country of 
immense extent, vast tracts being "still 
in a state of nature, and all the set- 
tled provinces are sorely in need of 
workers. The great coffee-growing 
province of Sao Paulo will make the 
first experiment with Japanese coouos. 
Argentina is said to bo contemplating 
the same policy, and it may bo that 
the Asiatics will find a field in South 
America where they will be welcome 
and given the opportunities denied 
them in the northern continent. There 
has been a considerable German omi- 
Kration to Brazil. These colonies are 
'said to be prosperous and contented. 
The fear expressed that they would 
seek to establish a German protector- 
ate lias been dispelled, for they are 
found to have no desire to place them- 
selves under the benumbing influence 
of German colonialism. They are said 
to be glad to get away from tho all 
"pervading drill sergeant and to be free 
from bonds of paternal oversight and 
red tape. Brazil being a Portuguese 
republic, the immigration from the 
mother country is too small to supply 
its needs for laborers. It lias no ser- 
vile class to any number as such ex- 
ists in Ilio republics ot" Central Amer- 
ica. Cheap labor is, therefore tho chief 
desideratum, and there being it ap- 
pears fewer, if any, of the strong racial 
prejudices among Brazilians which are 
rampant in the north, the industrious, 
sober Japanese may solve the Immi- 
gration question in a way beneficial lo j 
themselves and to Brazil,

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The Hon. Mrs. William Lowther, the 
mother of the Speaker of the House, of 
Commons, who died a short time ago 
was tile third and youngest daughter 
of the Bight Hon. Sir James Parke, 
the creation of whom as a life peer In 
ISOtf was the occasion of a remark- 
able constitutional controversy. The 
letters patent creating him Baron 
Wensleydale for life were issued before 
tho meeting of parliament, whereupon 
tlie Peers at once loudly protested. An 
untimely fit of goute disabled Lord 
Wensleydale from presenting himself 
with his writ of summons on the first 
day of tho session, and Lord Lynd- 
hurst proposed in a masterly speech to 
refer his exceptional patent to the 
committee of privileges. After inquiry 
into the precedents the commit- 
tee decided against his right lo sit. Tho 
Crown submitted to the decision of 
the Lords, and Lord "Wensleydale soon 
afterwards took his seat under a new 
patent as a hereditary peer of the 
realm and the first and last Lord 
Wensleydale. Lord Wensleydale lias 
many descendants In the Houses of 
Lords and Commons. Of his three 
daughters the eldest married Sir Mat- 
thew White-Ridley, M. P., and was 
the grandmother of the present Vis- 
count Ridley. The second married tho 
Hon. Charles Howard, M. P., and was 
the mother of the present Earl of 
Carlisle, and the grand mother of Lord 
Morpeth, M. P., and the Hon. Geoffrey 
Howard, M 1'. The third was tho 
mother of the present Speaker of the 
House of Commons. • 

Manufacturers often complain of un- 
reasonable government restrictions and 
interferences witli their business, but 
sometimes these turn out to be hiss- 
ings in disguise. The London corres- 
pondent of the "Manchester Guardian" 
relates what he believes to be an un- 
published story of Mr. Gladstone in 
this connection: When the Rivers 
Pollution Bill was before parliament a 
deputation of manufacturers approach- 
ed Mr. Gladstone in depreciation of 
the measure on the ground that it 
would lie ruinous to their interests and 
their Industries.

U is tho very irony of fate that So- 
cialism should have received its first 
serious reverse in that portion of the 
globe where it is popularly supposed 
lo flourish with greatest vigor.

Sydney, N. S. W., January 27. — The 
Kew South Wales Labor Conference 
lias rejected a resolution in favor of 
Socializing the means of production, 
distribution and exchange. The vote 
Stood 118 to 27. The result was re- 
ceived with cheers and shouts of 
''common sense prevails."

Important particular. Diaries I's only 
daughter, Henrietta Maria, married 
Philip, Duke of Orleans, only brother 
of Louis XIV. During her short career 
she was one of the most noted women, 
at the French Court ami her 'sudden 
and tragic deatli gave occasion to one 
of Boussuet's greatest orations. 



•London Standard. — While there arc 
no gaps in tho logic, not many per- 
sons; Wo think, will dispute the state- 
ments of fact in the speech delivered 
on Saturday by Lord Roberts at -As- 
cot, He pointed out that the interna- 
tional delegates at The Hague had not 
merely given tip the; idea of working 
towards even a gradual disarmament. 
.They went further. It was their main 
concern to provide for the case of .an- 
other great war. We are looking,. as 
Lord Roberts said, for a "great poten- 
tial reserve" from which, if need -be, 
we may expand the small body of reg- 
ulars who suflice for all our normal 
emergencies. This could be given- us 
if Lord Roberts's plan were adopted 
by Parliament, But it is not provided 
under the terrltoial army which Mr. 
Haldaue is tentatively constructing 
from the ranks of volunteers. It was 
estimated by Lord jerts that a. war 
on tho Indian frontier would involve n 
call on 10,000 men for the junior com- 
missioned ranlcs. Where should we 
raise half that, number? They can 
only be got by spending money, and 
spending it freely. For, though stout 
and serviceable infantry may under 
national pressure be trained in twelve 
months, or even possibly in six, al- 
most as many years are required for 
making the sort of otllcer who could be 
trusted to take young and inexperienc- 
ed troops into battle against an or- 
ganised modern army. We shall be- 
lieve that Mr. Haldane has induced his 
colleagues to take a practical View of 
tlie military position when he pro- 
pounds some genuine scheme, not a 
cheap and flimsy makeshift, first for 
filling tlie existing vacancies in the 
commissioned ranks of the Held force, 
the special reserve, and tlie territorials, 
and afterwards for obtaining the extra 
number of young officers who must, be 
found if ho really intends to give us 
an expansible army. 

London Morning Post. — The rise and 
self-assertion of Abdul Hulid appears 
to he a part of a reaction against the 
Europeanising tendencies of Abdul 
Aziz, which culminated to the eyes of 
the faithful in the act of tlie Confer- 
ence of Algeclras. Mulay H'afld is 
therefore by the conditions of his rise 
the adversary of tlie European Pow- 
ers, and. of France and Spain, which 
have a mandate from the Powers to 
supervise and police tho ports. Tlie 
Berlin newspaper which is regarded as 
expressing the views of Prince Buetow 
or his supporters makes out that tlie 
problem created by the rise of a Na- 
tionalist Sultan or Pretender is the 
consequence of French action, and 
comments in a most unamiable tone 
on tho position of Franco as entirely 
ot her own making. This is neither a 
fair nor an accurate comment. Tho 
present position in Morocco is the res- 
ult of tlie Conference, which was tho 
outcome of Germany's action. France 
In what she is doing is the mandatory 
of Europe in general, and not least of 
Germany. Tlie German comments ap- 
pear to be inspired not by the wish for 
order in Morocco, but by the hope of 
trouble for France. These comments, 
however, are of real value. They can- 
not fail to make clear to the world ;at 
large, and to France In particular, tho 
spirit which prevails in Germany, so 
that the French government in shap- 
ing Its policy In Morocco will know 
exactly what to expect from Germany. 
That being the case, the government 
of M. Clemenccau will undoubtedly 
ontlnuc to be wary, and will as care- 
fully avoid tho rashness of pushing a 
conflict with Abdul Halid as the weak 
ness of abandoning tlie work which it 
has undertaken. Meanwhile English- 
men will do well to remember that 
England cannot modify the obligations 
she has undertaken towards France, 
which evidently may involve exertions 
hardly contemplated at the time of 
the agreement of 1904. 

London Daily Mail. — The issue of 
the trial of Mr. and Mrs. Rushworth 
before the magistrates of tho East An- 
stey Petty Sessions for tl;e neglect 
and ill-treatment of the two little girls 
Olive May and Dora Crees will be re- 
ceived with general satisfaction. On 
Saturday the defendants were both 
found guilty and sentenced, Mrs. 
Rushworth to nine months' imprison- 
ment in the second division and Mr. 
Rushworth to a fine of £ 50. The case 
was most deplorable, as both tho de- 
fendants were persons of education 
and position. Yet the evidence showed 
beyond dispute that Mrs. Rushworth 
had been guilty of extreme cruelty to 
theso unhappy children. Olive May, in 
all probability, has been permanently 
affected in health as tlie result of the 
merciless treatment she has under- 
gone. The child was savagely beaten, 
burnt with a poker and with a flatlron, 
scalded with boiling water, and fed on 
garbage by Mrs. Rushworth. Such a 
tale of atrocities has seldom been un- 
folded before a British court of law. 
However much we condemn the vio- 
lent and unseemly demonstrations of 
the crowd round the court, yet we can- 
not forget that healthy men and wo- 
men hate cruelty and find difficulty in 
repressing their foldings of indignation 
at such . savagery, In view of the 
gravity of the offence the sentence on 
Mrs. Rushworth cannot be pronounced 
one which is too severe. The country 
would scarcely have tolerated a repeti- 
tion of that scandal which arose when 
some years ago a well-to-do culprit 
escaped with a comparatively trilling 
lino.

With the beginning of 190S Vienna 
takes its place among the cities, hav- 
ing a population of two millions and 
upward.

Dr. Carl Louger, of 
a new municipal loan of fifteen mil- 
lion pounds. 

While It was known that the loan 
was projected, Its "magnificence" has 
rather staggered the public.

The board of trade hopes that the 
provincial government will build the 
proposed new wagon road along Saa- 
liich Inlet from Gohlstream to Mill bay, 
an addition of some eighteen miles, 
which will not only open up a new 
farming district, but will give a good 
road, with easy grades, all the way 
from Victoria to Alberni, the present 
route via SooKo lake being almost use- 
less for any purpose. A deputation 
consisting of members of the board of 
trade and city council, including his 
worship the mayor, and a number of 
citizens, waited upon the provincial 
government January 23, on behalf of 
tho project, and while they only re- 
ceived a promise of consideration, tho 
deputation left with the belief that a 
favorable impression had been made. 

At the meeting of tho council of tho 
board of trade yesterday President F. 
.\: Pauline was in the- chair, and there 
were also present Secretary F. .131- 
worthy, Simon Lelser, L. A. Gonge, S. 
Pitts, T. W. Paterson, C. H. Lugrin 
and Col. E. G, Prior, and it wa.i decid- 
ed not to let tho Mill Hay road pro- 
ject rest, but to take the matter up 
again at tho forthcoming monthly 
meeting of the board, which will be 
held on the Kith Instant. 

Te president further reported that a 
deputation had also discussed with tho 
attorney-general tho questions of en- 
larging the jurisdiction of the small 
debts court by increasing the sums 
therein recoverable from $100 to $200, 
of appointing official assignees, and of 
amending the bills of sales act to 
cover bulk sales. Since then a letter 
iiacl been received from the attorney- 
general advising the board that legis- 
lation would be brought down amend- 
ing the bills of sale act, as suggested, 
but that tile government was not pre- 
pared to legislate as desired upon the 
other two points. Whereupon it was 
resolved, 

"That in I lie opinion of this board, 
the usefulness of the small debts court 
would be greatly increased by raising 
the amount recoverable to $200, and 
there appears to be no valid reason for 
limiting tho Jurisdiction of the court 
to any smaller sum."

posed legislation, this question had 
also been referred to that body.

One Sikh Accuses the Other of Having 
Misappropriated Twenty 
Dollars 



The prosecution only presented its 
case yesterday in trie police court, 
where Thakur Singh Is prosecuting 
Badhawa .Singh for misappropriating 
$20 out of a. hundred dollars, alleged 
to have been entrusted him to be sent 
to one Asa Singh in India. The prose- 
cutor's story was that in June last ho 
had given the defendant $50 which the 
latter had placed In the savings bank. 
On the evening of August 1 he had 
gone to tlie defendant's house with an- 
other $50, and he raid that Jadad 
Singh, who was living with the plain- 
tiff, had then and there made out. an 
application for a postoftlce order for 
?100. Tho next day, according lo tho 
prosecutor's story, (ho two wont to 
the posto/llce where Badhawa Singh 
pretended to send off the hundred dol- 
lars. Witness swore that he could 
not count Canadian bills, and so. was 
unable to tell what, amount wtctp paid 
ovdr. He also says he stood too far 



away from the wicket to hear tlie con- 
versation with the clerk. He received 
20 cents in change, and now claims 
that only $71) was sent. 

A postoftlce clerk produced an tip- 
plication for a money order in favor 
of Asa, Singh, Tlie order had $100 
written on it. hut it was scored 
through, and $79 was the amount actu- 
ally sent. Tlie charges amounted to 
SO cents. The clerk who received the 
money was not called, nor was the or- 
der connected with the accused. Two 
other Indians also .-wore that the 
prosecutor taxed the defendant Willi 
having only sent $80, Mid that t ho let- 
ter replied that if the full amount was 
not received, in India lie would repay 
It. The other auditors of Ibis conver- 
sation are no longer in Victoria. Nor 
was (here any evidence that Asa 
Singh received less than he expected. 

It came out in evidence that tlie day 
the defendant gave evidence against (j. 
D. Kumar In another suit, the latter 
went with the prosecutor to the police 
to have a -summons Issued in the 
present suit. 

The case was adjourned till this af- 
ternoon. Frank Hlgglns appeared for 
the prosecution and Messrs. Ilelster 
man and Tall, of the |)rin „f MePiui 
lips & Ilelsterman, for the defense.

The following is the annual report 
of Rev. John Antlo, superintendent of 
the Columbia Coast mission, for the 
year ending December 31, 1807. 
i As last year was a year of trial, so 
this year has been a year of expan- 
sion. The new hospital was opened at 
Van Anda June 4 by the Bishop of 
Columbia, and has since been well 
conducted by a very competent staff, 
consisting of John H. MacDormott, M. 
D., C. M. of McGlll; Miss Beattic, head 
nurse, and Miss E. Franklin, assistant. 
A number of very seriou.3 cases have 
been treated thero and, I am glad to 
say, successfully. The Marble bay 
mine owned by the Tacoma Steel com- 
pany, . who provided the building, is 
still working, and its men contribute 
monthly to its support. Other mines 
are opening up in spito of the dull 
times, and I look forward to a period 
of great usefulness for this hospital. 
It is very well equipped and its posi- 
tion is convenient, not only for the 
mines of Van Anda, but also for the 
logging camps of the surrounding dis- 
trict, which Is shown by the fact that 
fully two-thirds of the patients since 
its start, have been loggers. 

By adding another building at Bock 
Bay the Hastings Mill company have 
doubled the capacity of Queen's hos-. 
pita), but I regret to say that the 
Victorian Order of Nurses, who four 
months ago requested that the agree-, 
ment be alterod in order that they 
might have the privilege of supplying 
the furniture of this hospital, have soj 
far not carried out their intention, and 
consequently the now building is un- 
furnished and their own nurses have 
expressed themselves as very dissatis- 
fied at the present condition of things 
at the hospital. 

And now from Alert Bay comes an 
earnest request that the mission ex-, 
tend its operations as far as that place. 
Op to the present we have only visit- 
ed 'Alert Bay in the Columbia and not 
very regularly. On my last visit a' 
meeting was called of the white resi- 
dents and the matter discussed. There 
Is no doubt about their earnest desiro 
to havo a hospital there and their in- 
tention to do their utmost to support 
it. A small committee was appointed 
to draw up a formal request to the 
Columbia Coast mission and to solicit 
contributions towards the building. 
An excellent site, consisting of an aero 
of land overlooking the bay and only 
100 yards from a beautiful beach was 
offered, and ?3S0 were subscribed there 
and then. The Indian department of 
the Dominion government has been 
approached and the Indian agent is 
confident that they will grant $2,000 
towards the building, not less than' 
$700 towards the doctor's stipend and 
the usual per capita grants for Indian 
patients, on condition that there is ; 
separate ward for Indians. I havo up 
plied to the general board of the 
Women's Auxiliary for help in the 
matter and am encouraged to *beliCVo 
that thoy, will grant $2,000 towards tho 
building and will help liberally In .tho 
furnishing and equipment. The build- 
ing. I believe, can bo erected and fur- 
nished for $5,000. I think the propo- 
sition a good one and recommend it 
to the committee. The position is ; 
good one, being a centre for Indian 
and rapidly becoming a centre of the 
logging Industry. I shall riot consld 
er our equipment complete until this 
third hospital is established and we 
have a larger and faster boat making 
regular trips up and down the coast. 
Wc have never been able to make tho 
Columbia's visitations regular, chiefly 
owing to her want of power; and now 
the work has outgrown her altogether, 
With tho new hospital and a faster 
boat we should be in position to do 
tho work as it ought to be done, and 
only this will win the entire confidence 
of the people on the coast and draw 
the necessary support. 

In July I felt it my duty to accept 
the resignation of Dr. Allan from Rock 
Bay. I appointed Dr. Hanlngton, who 
was then surgeon on the Columbia, to 
the vacant position, which action has 
been more than justified by the good 
work he has' done. 

We have had as surgeons on the 
Columbia since Dr. Hanlngton's pro- 
motion, Dr. Beech, Dr. Auld and Dr. 
Marr, who now holds tho position. 
While it will never be possible to hold 
a doctor much more than six months 
on the boat, as the work is largely 
first aid, It mokes an excellent prepar- 
ation lor work in the hospitals, and 
(provided a test by which we are able 
to find out the stuff a man is made of 
before giving him a more Important 
appointment. 

I regret to record the departure of 
Miss Franklin and Miss Norcross, 
nurses of the Victorian Order, from 
Queen's hospital. They both did splen- 
did work, and their departure is re- 
gretted by all who came in contact 
with them. 

Tho following is a summary of the 
medical and surgical work done by tho 
hospitals and the ship, for the year

However,' I left 
a committee In Montreal who will keep 
the subject be'foro the people until 
hotter times come. Tho interest 
aroused upon my visit will, I have no 
doubt, prove a valuable asset in this 
time of stress. ' 

I regret to say that I have not been 
able to give more attontion to church 
work, rather less, owing to the in- 
crease of tho duties and responsibili- 
ties laid upon me by the phenomenal 
growth of the mission. But with the 
aid of tho M. S. C. O, it ought to bo 
possible to obtain an assistant who 
would give his undivided attontion to 
this work. Many families have settled 
on the const and tho way has been 
prepared for a great and important 
development of the work in that direc- 
tion. 

In conclusion I rejoice to know that 
tho C. C. M. committee has been en- 
larged and incorporated, and trust that 
now it will, as a whole, realize the Im- 
portance of the work it has In hand, 
and tho necessity for strenuous effort 
to perfect that which has only been 
begun. 1 • p 

In thanking all who gave their aid to 
the work, I must lay special emphasis 
on the great service rendered by Mr. 
Durrant in his capacity as treasurer of 
the mission. I am thankful, too, that 
tho mission has , been fortunate 
enough to have a splendid staff of doc- 
tors and nurses, without whose active 
co-operation It would be impossible to 
successfully carry on tho work.

GOOD YEAR FOR CREAMERY 

Viotoria Creamery Association Holds 
Annual Meeting— Officers 
Elected 



The annual meeting of tho share- 
holders of the Victoria Creamery As- 
sociation was held last Saturday 
when, in addition to the election of 
officers for the present year, tho 
president's report- for the past year 
was received and the financial state- 
ment was submitted by the secretary- 
treasurer. 'Phe president, Joseph 
Nicholson, reported the association to 
be in a sound financial condition, and 
the prospects for future growth wore 
good. During the past year tho as- 
sociation manufactured 181,261 pounds 
of butter, and the average price paid 
to the farmers for the year was 33.1 
cents per pound, tho highest figure 
paid since the creamery has been in 
operation. The total credit to farm- 
era for cream during 1907 was $57,- 
103.00. 

The election of officers resulted as 
follows:

rons for cream. The assets of the 
association now total $12,375.03, being 
$2,009.50 in excess of liabilities. 



The municipal committee met a 
delegation representing the council of 
tho city of Victoria yesterday, The 
deputation consisted of Mayor Hall, 
Aldermen Hall, Cameron, Gleason and 
Fullerton, with the city solicitor, J. P. 
Mann. Several plher citizens were 
present, .amongst them ex-Mayor 
Morley. 

The delegation was present to rep 
resent the views of tho representa 
tlves of tho city in connection with 
tho bill amending the Municipal 
Elections Act. The definition of the 
word "householder" and the limiting 
of tho franchise to men only were the 
two matters to which the most .ex- 
ception was taken. , 

Mayor Hall expressed himself in 
favor of adult suffrage without limi- 
tation as to sex. He did not claim 
to represent the opinions of the coun- 
cil as a whole, but he personally felt 
that women should have tho same 
privileges as men. If tho legislature 
were, not willing to adopt that prin- 
ciple for the entire province it might 
be made to apply specially in tho case 
of Victoria. 

Aid. Gleason agreed as to the ne- 
cessity of amending the Municipal 
Elections Act. There had been a 
great deal of misunderstanding on 
account of the vague nature of tho 
act. He regretted that in amending 
it the attorney-general had taken 
such a retrograde stand. The bill as 
It was now drawn was foreign to the 
spirit of botli the Dominion and pro- 
vincial election acts. In the latter the 
franchise was given to all males of 
Canadian nationality who had reach- 
ed the full age of 21 years. 

With regard to the contention 
which had been made that women did 
not want to vote, he gave this an ex- 
plicit denial, and stated that when 
given tho right in Victoria they had 
used their franchise, and had used It 
well. Tho council the previous year 
had favored universal franchise with 
but ono dissenting vote. 

Aid. Fullerton favored universal 
adult suffrage. He also insisted that 
tenants were as much contribute*! to 
the finances of tho city as the land- 
lord, and they should bo entitled to 
vote. 

Aid. Hall stated that he was not In 
favor of adult suffrage. Those who 
were not contributing taxes should 
not have the right to vote. He 
agreed with the bill as It was drawn. 

Aid. Cameron believed In adult suf- 
frage. Ho praised the action of the 
attorney-general in defining the term 
"householder" once and for all. 

Tho committee promised to give the 
representations of tho delegation due 
consideration. The consideration of 
the bill was not continued yesterday, 
but will bo taken up on Thursday 
next. 

The commUtec considered the bill 
of Dr. Hall (Nelson) amending tho 
Municipal Clauses Act. Tho bill is 1 
designed to give the municipalities 
the right to sell power. 

The bill will be reported as Intro- 
duced.

Of lato thero have been in circula- 
tion startling reports of tho outbreak 
of many cases of dipthcrla In families, 
tho children, of which havo been at- 
tending the North Parle school. These 
reports have been Investigated by- tho 
school board, and the medical health 
olllccr, and It was found that thoro 
wero six cases of diptheria among 
school children, nono of which had 
been reported to the medical health 
officer, Dr. Robertson, Two of the 
patients have fully recovered, and the 
other four cases are progressing satis- 
factorily. Parents of children suffer- 
ing from Infectious diseases aro ap- 
parently not aware of the fact that 
they aro rendering themselves liablo 
to a severe penalty for not reporting 
all such cubos, In the majority of tho 
cases tho children are kept at homo, 
but no word Is sent to the medical 
health officer or to tho teacher of the 
nature of tho illness which keeps tho 
child away from school, and in this 
way it is very difficult for the authori- 
ties to take early measures to check 
the spread of tho disease,

Hon. F.. J. Fulton, chief commission- 
er of lands and works, yesterday 
brought down a bill authorizing the 
grant of tho old Quadra street ceme- 
tery to the city of Victoria.

The following is the text of tho 
clause which makes the grant: 

It shall he lawful for tho lieutenant- 
governor-ln-councll to grant, _unon 
such conditions and trusts as he shall 
think fit, to the corporation of the 
city of Victoria, for park purposes, all 
the estate, right, title and interest to 
his majesty the king in the right of 
tho province of British Columbia, In 
and to that certain piece of parcel of 
land situate at the southeast corner of 
Quadra and Meares streets, in the city 
of Victoria, which is marked Cemetery 
on the official map of tho city of Vic- 
toria, and is now generally known as 
tho old cemetery.

OSCAR WILDFS "WAN LILY" 

(By Ellen Terry) 
Some people thcuight / me best in the 
<iamp scene in the third act (of Charles 
J.). I was proud of it myself when I 
found that it had inspired Oscar Wilde 
to write me this lovely sonnet: 

In the lone tent, waiting for victory, 

She stands with eyes marred by the 

ft . . . mists of pain,. . . 

Bike some wan lily overdrenched with 
- rain; • - • - • - - -,• 

The clamorous clang of arms, the en- 
sanguined sky, 

War's ruin and the wreck of chivalry, 

To her proud soul no common fear can 
bring; 

Bravely she tarrieth for her lord the 
king, 

H«r soul aflame with passionate ecsta- 

■■\ sy. 

O Hair of Gold! O Crimson Lips! O 
Face! 

Made for the luring and tho love of 
man! 

With theo I do forget the toll and stress 
The loveless road that knows no rest- 
ing-place, 

Time's straightened pulse, the soul's 

dread weariness, 
My freedom, and my life republican! 

That phrase, "wan lily," represented 
so well what I had tried to convey not 
only in this part, . but in Ophelia! I 
hope that I thanked Oscar enough for 
it at any time. Now he is dead and I 
cannot thank him any moro. 1 had so 
much bad poetry written to me that 
these lovely sonnets from a real poet 
should have given me the greatest pleas- 
ure. "He often has the poet's heart 
who never felt the poet's Bra," There 
is more good heart and kind feeling in 
most of the verses written to me than 
real poetry. "One must discriminate," 
even if it sounds unkind. At the time 
that Whistler was having one of his 
most undignified 'rows' with a sitter 
and wrangling over the price, another 
artist was painting frescoes on the roof 
of St. Paul's for nothing. "It is sad 
that it should be so," a friend said to 
mo, "but one must discriminate. The 
man haggling over the sixpence is the 
great artist." 

. How splendid it Is that in time tills 
should be recognized. The immortal 
soul . of . the. artist is. in his work, the 
transient and mortal one is in his con- 
duct. 

Henry Irving never grew tired of a 
part, never ceased to work at it, just 
as he never gave up the light against: 
Ills limitations. His diction, as the 
years , went on. grew far clearer when 
he was depicting rago and passion. Ills 
dragging leg dragged no more. To this 
heroic perseverance he added an almost 
childlike eagerness in hearing any sug- 
gestion for the improvement of his In- 
terpretations which commended itself to 
Ills imagination and his judgment. From 
ii blind man came the most Illuminating 
oriticism of his Shyloek. The sensitive 
ear of the sightless hearer detected a 
fault in Henry Irvine's method of de- 
livering the opening lino of his part: 

"Three thousand ducats — well!" 

"I hear no sound of the usurer in 
that," the blind man said at the end of 
the performance. "It is said with the 



reflective air of a man to whom money 
means very little." 

The justice of the criticism appealed 
strongly to Henry. He revised his 
reading, not only of the first lino, but 
of many other lines in which ho saw 
now that he had not been enough of tho 
money . lender. 



A NEGLECTED TALENT 

Accomplishments, by which, when the 
word is used In connection with a girl's 
education, ornament rather than utility 
is contemplated, have not a very con- 
spicuous place at this hour. We pay 
more attention to mathematics than to 
music, to manual training rather than 
to painting and water colors, to chem- 
istry than to making artificial flowers. 
The ornamental branches, so to speak, 
are out of fashion. Thanks to a re- 
currence of common sense, nobody is 
now satisfied with a smattering of any- 
thing, and a little French, a little Ital- 
ian, a slight acquaintance with draw- 
ing, and the ability to play a few showy 
pieces on the piano, are considered of 
no value whatever. This is as it should 
be. Intellectual discipline and the abil- 
ity to use tools are the requisites 
sought by sensible women and men in 
the training of their daughters. One 
beautiful and charming accomplishment 
once well nigli universal and still within 
the reach of everybody is, alas! much 
neglected by parents and teachers, and 
its absence affords reason for regret, if 
not for lamentation. 

Nobody learns to read any more, and 
the art of reading aloud has retired Into 
the shadowy region of other lost arts. 
Even public speakers, part of whose 
duty it Is to read with distinctness and 
expression, frequently read very badly. 
There Is less agreeable reading in the 
pulpit than there should be, and in the 
parlor and the family circle tlie person 
who can read aloud acceptably and de- 
lightfully is at a premium. Less at- 
tention is paid in school to reading, in- 
cluding enunciation, vocalization, and in- 
terpretation than Is desirable. To find 
a young woman who can read an essay, 
a story, a review, a magazine article, 
or a chapter in the Bible to the pleasure 
of her hearers is really so great a 
treat that words are hardly adequate to 
its description. 

In order to the acquisition of an ac- 
complishment that would add Immeas- 
urably to the joy of life, training should 
begin early. Children should be en- 
couraged ■ to road aloud. They should 
also he allowed to listen to reading, 
and some portion of eacli evening should 
he religiously devoted to [this' .occupation 

A family of very unusual culture and 
intelligence had -the -good fortune' to bo 
brought up in a home where books 
abounded, and In which the father re- 
quired every son and daughter not only 
to read a certain number of pages each 
day, but to read aloud in turn a little 
while every evening. Whether guests 
were present or not- this rule was never 
broken, and only in great emergencies 
was the family habit interrupted. Thus 
trained, the children had no self-con- 
sciousness, and In later life the charm 
of their reading brought pleasure to in- 
valids, to elderly people with waning 
sight, and to busy people who had little 
time to do their own reading Christ- 
ian Herald. 



HERE AND THERE 



"The Home" is the title of an ad- 
dress delivered before the women of 
Ontario at the convention held some- 
time ago, by C. C. James, deputy min- 
ister of agriculture. The. address, 
which is published in this month's is- 
sue of tho Homo Journal, Toronto, is 
a wholesome and helpful one and con- 
tains many thoughts valuable to Can- 
adian women, wherever they may live. 
. Mr. James thinks that the home life 
is the source of national life and that 
according to its purity will be the 
strength and wholesomeness of the 
greater stream. The mother's place 
in the home is one whose importance 
cannot be overestimated. The re- 
sponsibilites laid on the women of 
Canada and tho need there is for re- 
alizing those responsibilities are set 
forth by Mr. James in the following 
paragraph: 

"Am I putting It too strongly when 
I say that you women of Canada are 
its true rulers and that the improve- 
ment of this country, its uplifting 
will come more surely through your 
improvement than through any other 
force? That you need improving, I 
am quite certain you will not deny; 
that you desire to improve and to be 
better equipped to carry on this mis- 
sion of improvement you admit by 
your very presence here today, and it 
is a most promising sign of the times 
In Canada that you are found today, 
not in storming the House of Com- 
mons, or in boisterously trying to 
break up some gathering of men, but 
in quiet conference discussing your 
plans, seeking enthusiastic encourage- 
ment from one another and being will- 
ing to listen to the advice even from 
mere men who know less about the 
needs of your life than you do your- 
selves. Our only excuse for being here 
is. that we may encourage you and 
perhaps say something that will sug- 
gest some line of thought that may be 
of assistance to you. Let me repeat 
— the greatest hope of Canada' is in 
her women, and the highest mission 
that you have today is in the building 
up of model homes, where the youth 
of this country may receive that 
equipment for life Which is the most 
Important, outweighing all the teach- 
ings and training of school and college, 
of office and factory. Let me impress 
upon you this: The school, tho college 
and tho office can never equip a boy 
or girl with the most important ele- 
ments of life." 

Mr. James believes that "To do good 
and to be good" is the ideal that should 
be set up in the home. He docs' not 
think that learning will ensure suc- 
cess if patience and perseverance, 
cheerfulness and enthusiasm, sincerity 
and generosity are wanting. All true 
reforms must begin in the home, and 
the part that woman should play in 
them is indicated in the following 
sontences : 

"I want simply to impress upon you 
that 1n your homes you can so direct 
the habits, the thinkings and the mo- 
tives of the young men and women, 
and of the older men and women also, 
that the greatest mass of the people 
shall move along right lines and gradu- 
ally obliterate from the daily record 
of mankind those terrible and detest- 
able things that today fill the columns 
of so many of the papers. Future 
Canada is today rocking in the cradle 
of your homes, toddling wtli uncer- 
tain steps at your skirts, sitting at 
your table, receiving impressions (lay- 
by day in that most receptive period 
of existence. Shall patience, cheerful- 
ness, enthusiasm, gentleness, generos- 
ity, sincerity, the love of the true, the 
beautiful and the good be a part of 
the make-up of that youth, or are you 
going to let future Canada depend 
on the teaching of the schools and the 
preaching of the churches? You can- 
not pass on your responsibility to the 
teacher, the preacher and the employ- 
er. These latter have an Influence,' a 
great influence, hut their value and 
effect depended largely upon the pri- 
mary teaching of the home; the school, 
tho church, tho store, the office, the 
shop, are secondary— the home is 
fundamental." 

There are many good women who 
will differ In some respects from the 
concluding remarks of the address, 
but with the truth of its main thought 
all will ho impressed. 

"Women of Canada, members of tho 
Women's Institute, you are the home- 
makers, the homekeepers; you have a 
mission that should inspire you. Men 
have done much, you can do more for 
this country in which we have an hon- 
est pride. You have as the motto of 
your organization: 'For Home and 
Country.' Be true to that motto. Ap- 
preciate its meaning ;1nd endeavor 
to live up to it. ir you are (rue to 
your home you will be true to your 
country; just as you Improve the 
home you will improve the country. 
Remember that the country of tomor- 
row is in the homo of today and

Tho Toronto News points out. some 
anomalies in the teacher's salaries of 
that city. One of these is that all 
new appointments to the staff receive 
the same salary. A young girl fresh 
from the Normal school is placed 
upon the staff at the same sum as the 
experienced teacher who comes from 
some other part of the province. 

A woman who has spent ten years 
in the service of the city still gfcts 
$150 less than the male teacher in 
his first teaching year. The unfair- 
ness of this treatment Is keenly felt 
by the teachers, and is commented 
upon by the newspapers. 

The problem of the wise regulation 
of teacher's salaries Is one that is 
occupying tho attention of teachers 
and trustees in Victoria. 

To adopt a plan which shall on- 
sure to every member of the staff 
perfectly just treatment is a task far 
more difficult of accomplishment than 
would at first sight seem to bo the 



In the old days in some of the colon- 
ies, that now make up the Dominion 
of Canada, many of the spiritual pas- 
tors and masters of the people were 
their wisest advisers in temporal mat- 
ters. Afterwards It came to be looked 
upon as a mistake for clergymen to 
meddle with anything except spiritual 
and ecclesiastical affairs. It seems 
to have been thought that in con- 
cerning himself with material things 
the clergyman descended from the po- 
sition of spiritual eminence which he 
ought to occupy. 

On this subject there has, during 
late years, been a change of opinion. 
The best clergymen take a keen in- 
terest in all those great problems that 
occupy tho thoughts of their fellows. 
Not a few of them have become lead- 
ers among those who seek to improve 
the material well-being of mankind, 
and to remove those evils which hin- 
der , progress. 

The latest development along these 
lines comes from Massachusetts, where 
provision Is being made in the state 
agricultural college for the training of 
preachers in iur^I districts. It is 
thought that the imtuence of men so 
trained will be of; great benefit' to the 
community in vvfilcn .'they live. The 
Toronto Sun says: 

"But this proposal from Massachu- 
setts to provide special training for 
ministers of the gospel, located in 
country district*, Is altogether new. it 
Is none the less commendable. Such a 
training should be the means of giving 
those who take advantage of it a 
clearer knowledge of the problems af- 
fecting agriculture than can be ob- 
tained in any other way, and if minis- 
ters of rural churches are to attain tho 
full measure of their possible useful- 
ness they must have this knowledge.

TRIED RECIPES 

Rolls 

Take ordinary bread dough, work 
a little lard, set away to rise. When 
light cut into pieces the size of an 
egg, make into loaves, let rise til! very 
light and bake. Note the fact that 
rolls can stand more warmth when 
rising than bread. 

Fried Oysters 

Place the oysters flat and smooth in 
a frying pan, and dip for a half mo- 
ment in boiling water deep enough to 
cover them; lift (lie basket out, dip 
for a moment in cold water, and then 
lay the oysters smooth between a fold- 
napkin to dry. Sprinkle them with 
pepper, salt, a little grated nutmeg 
and a squeeze of lemon juice, and let 
them dry for an hour or so. When 
ready to use dip them in a tin hatter 
and fry in hot olive oil, a lew at a 
time. Serve on hot plates. 

Oyster Pie 

Strain the liquor from a quart of 
oysters, wasli the oysters, and lay 
them on a clean napkin. Put two cup- 
fuls of milk in a double boiler; when 
hot add the strained oyster liquor, a 
tablespoonful of butter, pepper and 
salt. Thicken with rolled cracker to 
about the consistency of cream and 
add the oysters, cooking two minutes. 
Remove from tlie tire and stir in the 
beaten yolks of three eggs. Make a 
rich puff paste and line a deep baking 
dish; fill with bread crumbs. Butter a 
thick piece of white paper, and place 
over' the top; on this place the top 
crust. Bake a nice brown. Take oft 
the upper crust, remove the paper and 
filling of crumbs and fill with tho oys- 
ter mixture; replaco the upper crust 
and return to the oven for about ten 
minutes.

Oyster Sausages 

Scald two dozen oysters In their own 
liquor, cool and chop fine; mix with 
them five ounces of bread crumbs and 
three ounces of finely chopped suet. 
Season with salt, pepper and a grating 
of nutmeg, Plnd with a beaten egg, 
and set away for two hours to cool and 
get firm. Plour the hands, make up 
Into little sausage cakes, and 'fry in 
butter or hot olive oil.' Serve with 
them scalded celery and brown bread 
and butter. 

Butter Scotch. 

One-half pound butter, one and one- 
half pounds brown sugar, one-quarter 
cup boiling water, melt the butter 
with ono-quarl.er cup boiling water or 
a little moro. Add tho sugar and mix 
well. Than boll, without stirring for 
about 25 minutes, or until It hardens 
when dropped Into cold water. Poiir 
on buttered tins,, and mark into 
squares while soft. 



PHYSICIANS' J.AST WORDS 

Nothnagel, who died alone in his 
room, noted his own symptoms to tho 
last. A letter to his assistant, says 
the British Medical Journal, is said to 
have ended as follows: "Written late 
on the evening of July G, just after ex- 
periencing these severe attacks. * * * 
died of calcification of the arteries." 
Traube also made observations on 
himself to the very end. Locock ex- 
pressed a wish to be present at the 
post-mortem examination on himself, 
and among Cuxier's last recorded 
words is a remark, as his fingers 
twitched Involuntarily, "Charles Bell 
is right; 'Ce sont les norfs de la vol- 
onte qui sont maladifs.' " Dyce David- 
son, professor at Aberdeen, died im- 
mediately after saying to his class, 
speaking of the next meeting, which 
was never to take place, "Four o'clock 
on Monday, gentlemen; four o'clock." 

Several doctors have taken their 
leave with a blessing to those around 
them. Astley Cooper's last recorded 
words are: "God bless you and good- 
by to you all." He had previously said 
to his physicians, Bright and Cham- 
bers, "God's will be done; God bless 
you both," adding, "You must excuso 
me, but I shall take no more medi- 
cine." Benjamin Brodie was heard to 
mutter: "After all, God is very good." 
The saddest of all recorded last words 
are probably those of Oliver Goldsmith, 
who, when asked by his physicians if 
his mind was at ease, said: "No, it is 
not." On the other hand, William 
Hunter's mind seems to have been full 
of bright thoughts at the moment of 
his death, for he said: "If I could hold 
a pen, what a book I could write!" 

Pasteur and Darwin, though not be- 
longing to the medical profession, are 
venerated by it as teachers. Darwin's 
last words were: "I am not the least 
afraid to die." Pasteur was offered a 
cup of milk, and being unable to swal- 
low it, murmured: "I can not." He 
passed away wlt'.i one hand in his 
Wife's, the other grasping a crucifix. 
Lastly are mentioned the last words of 
Mirabeau, which are said to have 
been addressed to a doctor. He wrote 
on a slip of paper, which lie gave to 
his physician, the philosopher Cabanls, 
the single word "Dormlr." Another 
account, which may be an expanded 
version of this, is that, after begging 
for an anodyne, he said reproachfully 
to the. doctor: "Were you not my 
physician and my •friend? Did you 
not promise to spare me the suffering 
of such a death? Must I go away 
carrying with me the regret of having 
confided in. you?" This is rather a. long 
and rhetorical speech for a dying man.

The revival of moire antique is ol 
some importance in the dress world 
It is used for hat crowns, linings of 
coats, and also as trimming for 
dresses. A cream -colored moire an- 
tique faced the collar and a revers of 
a lovely figured velvet coat of dark 
wine color with trimmings of garnet 
passementerie and collar of dark sable. 
A line of the sable borders the moire 
on the collar and revers. This lovely 
coat is almost long enough to touch 
the ground, and the skirts measure 
just seven yards round the hem. The 
buttons, six in number, which fasten 
it in front, are fine paste. For thea- 
tres the favorite coat is black satin 
hued witii white satin, set into a rath- 
er deep yoke at the back (to avoid 
the round-shouldered effect that ful- 
ness placed too high invariably gives), 
the fronts falling loose, but the back 
fitting fairly closely to tlie figure. 
There is almost always a little pocket 
of the white satin fitted in on the left 
side underneath. 

The revival of tlie square evening 
bodice is welcomed by tho chaperon, 
who, when the windows are opened to 
cool the heated dancers, feels that her 
lot is an unhappy one.

Lord Roberts' Appeal. 

The poignant lot of the veteran who, 
after fighting tlie nation's battles, Ilnds 
himself in his old age face to face with 
all the sorrows of poverty and destitu- 
tion, Is one which calls for immediate 
remedy. In a letter to the editor of 
tho Over-Seas Daily Mail, Lord Rob- 
erts makes an eloquent appeal to the 
nation to do Its duty by its old and 
faithful servants, and thus to relievo 
the gloom of the closing days of those 
who have bled and suffered for Brit- 
ain. He reminds Ihe public that many 
of these aid soldiers are in the work- 
house, a tragic fate for such men ; 
and that only too often their ultimate 
goal Is the pauper's grave. 

He makes the important announce- 
ment that, witli His Majesty's accus- 
tomed generosity ami public spirit, the 
King lias censented to become patron 
of a new fund to meet this distressing- 
state of affairs, which is lo be known 
as "Tho Veterans' Relief Fund," and 
has opened tlie list of subscriptions 
with 1,000 guineas. 

Tho following are the most striking 
pasages in Lord Roberts' letter: 

"Within the past few weeks the at- 
tention of the public has been drawn 
to the surviving veterans of the Cri- 
mea and Indian mutiny, and the sad 
fact has been made only too clear that 
the'closing years of these old servants 
of their country tiro in many cases 
embittered by poverty and destitution. 

"A few days ago, when inspecting 
tho Indian Mutiny veterans in Hyde 
Park, I found to my regret that no 
small rjumber of them had come up 
that morning from the workhouse, and 
had only the workhouie to look for- 
ward to 'for tho remainder of their

Largest Fleet on Record Pre- 
paring to Leave on Hunt- 
ing cruise 



WARNED NOT TO TRESPASS 



Japanese Government Instructs 
Sealers To Observe Inter- 
national Laws 



Advices have been received from 
Japan that the sealing fleets from Ha- 
kodate, Yokohama and Nilgata are 
about to start on the yearly sealing 
cruise. A notice has been issued to 
the sealers by the Japanese minister 
of agriculture, requesting them "to be 
careful and not trespass in foreign 
waters." The fleet to set sail is re- 
reportcd to be larger than ever. Last 
season 34 Japanese sealing schooners 
were reported in Bering sea, and three 
also hunted on the British Columbia 
coast. While the Japanese sealing 
fleet will be the largest that ever left 
that country, the Canadian sealing 
fleet will be the smallest. The situa- 
tion has become almost Impossible 
from the viewpoint of the local sealer. 

Yesterday evidence was given in the 
admiralty court in the case of the 
sealing schooner Carlotta G. Cox, 
seized in May last, north of 53, on the 
charge of sealing out of season, the 
seizure being made because six alleged 
green skins were found on board. 

When the treaty was arranged only 
two nations were considered. The 
United States government, anxious to 
protect the monopoly given to the 
lessees of the seal islands, made a. 
number of seizures of Victoria schoon- 
ers, for which about $425,000 was paid 
in damages, and then a treaty was 
made, as a result of which the Bering 
sea award was framed at Paris in 1S94, 
making regulations to govern pelagic 
sealingj 

Then camo the Japanese. Three or 
four years ago one or two schooners 
from Japan came to the Bering sea. 
The recent war, however, gave a great 
impetus to the Japanese sealers and 
adventurers, and they cruised far afield, 
over a score of vessels going to Bering 
sea in 190 G, and 34 in the following 
year. At the Copper islands, where the 
Russian leasees maintain a guard, 
there was in effect a guerilla war for 
.seals, field guns were landed and ver- 
itable battles fought with the guards. 
Half a dozen schooners were seized 
and taken to Petropavlovsk. In the 
next year the raiders were again busy 
at the Copper islands, and there was 
a raid, with loss of life on the Priby- 
loff islands in Bering sea, the guards 
there killing some of the Japanese 
raiders. 

With the news from Japan that a 
larger fleet than ever is setting out 
from Japan, a recurrence of the situ- 
ation in Bering sea this summer may 
be expected, and unless the diplomats 
of Great Britain and the United 
States reach a settlement of the pro- 
posed agreement under consideration 
for a settlement of the Bering sea 
question, there will be a continuance 
of the humiliating spectacle of a fleet 
of British and United States guurd- 
•ships In Bering sea enforcing a treaty 
which has the effect of making the 
•sealing grounds of that water a pre- 
serve for Japanese.

TROUBLES OF VENDORS 

OF AGENOR'S CARGO 



Shipload of Salt Salmon Loaded in 
Alaskan Waters For Yokohama 
Causes Litigation 



The discharge o£ Simon Kiklall, at 
Juneau, Alaska, last Saturday, by order 
of United States Judge R. A. Gunni- 
son, marks the close of criminal pro- 
ceedings against certain parties for 
failing to take out a license for pack- 
ing pickled salmon, which has extend- 
ed over eighteen months, and resulted 
in the failure of the government to 
prove its ease, says the Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer. Will 11. Morris, of Seat- 
tie, defended Simon Kildall, and cabled 
the result of the trial to Silas H. Ship- 
ley, his law partner. "The trouble all 
came about through the loading of 
1,140 tons of dog salmon on board the 
ship Agenor," said Mr. Shipley. "The 
West Coast company sold the cargo 
of dog salmon to Jackson & Co., of 
Victoria, to be delivered at Yokohama. 
The contract called for 1500 tons. The 
Agenor was sent to Saginaw bay to 
load at the West Coast company's can- 
nery. Simon Kildall, brother of the 
president of the company, was hired 
to supervise the loading. The govern- 
ment exacts a license fee of 10 cents 
p.er barrel for pickled salmon. These 
were dry salted. No license was paid, 
and Kildall and others were arrested. 
The ship was detained. The amount 
of the fee was offered, and refused be- 
cause the captain could not swear to 
the number of tons. The United States 
treasury department was appealed to, 
and the department decided that no 
license fee was collectible on dry-salt- 
ed salmon. The vessel cleared, but so 
late that she was obliged to take the 
long southern route to Japan. The 
1,140 tons of dog salmon frizzled and 
fried in the tropins until the cargo 
shrunk nearly half. When she got to 
Yokohama there was litigation over 
the number of tons in her cargo, and 
the vessel was finally seized, sold un- 
der public sale, and taken oft into tho 
Pacific ocean and lost In a storm. 

"But the government still kept after 
the alleged lawless men who had fail- 
ed to pay the license on the dry-salt- 
ed dog salmon. Joseph Kildall, presi- 
dent of the West Coast company, was 
arrested at Spokane, on his way to the 
coast, anil finally discharged. M. B, 
■Tohnsnn, of Bayfield, Wis., wno was 
connected with the cannery, was dls F 
charged, and Simon Kildall, the last 



of the harvest, was discharged at 
Juneau on Friday. We are now suing 
in behalf of the West Coast company 
for $108,000, the value of the shipload 
of dog fish, which has not yet been 
paid for. The bill of lading changed 
hands several times, and Charles H. 
Lily, & Co., of Seattle, finally came 
into possession" of it." We are main- 
taining a suit against that firm for 
the amount." 



TURRET STEAMER ANGUS 
LISTS AT HER DOCK 



Series of Mishaps ■ Befall Steamer 
Loaded With Lumber From Puget 
Sound Mills 



The British turret steamer Angus, 
a vessel' of the ' Doxford type, which 
arrived from Guaymas about three 
weeks ago and loaded lumber at Ta- 
coma and Bellingham, and which re- 
cently listed in a tide rip near Bel- 
lingham so badly that her deckload 
was thrown off, and considerable dam- 
age done, again listed and almost sank 
at tho wharf of the E. K. Wood Lum- 
ber company at Bellingham when 
ready for sea. The accident occurred 
following the pumping out of the wat- 
er ballast in the vessel's tanks. 

The crew immediately rushed ashore 
thinking that tho steamer was going 
down, but when she came to a stand- 
still the water was permitted to run 
into the tanks again and the vessel 
was righted. 

A Bellingham despatch says: About 
400,000 feet of lumber has been taken 
aboard since the Angus arrived, and 
while most of this was placed in tho 
hold the vessel seems still to be top- 
heavy. It was necessary to discharge 
about 300,000 feet today, so that the 
steamer may depart without being in 
danger. 

The .Angus has been most unfortun- 
ate since arriving. A week ago last 
Saturday she was caught in a treach- 
erous tiderip between here and Ana- 
cortes, as she was coming in from Ta- 
coma, and was almost capsized. 

Wednesday night Gus Wiekman, 
who was overseeing the loading of the 
vessel, was instantly killed by the 
breaking of a sling. 

Saturday night the Angus suffered 
from a fire that broke out in her cab T 
ins, but which did little damage. 

Marine men insist that there is eith- 
er something wrong with the steamer 
or that she is improperly loaded. It 
was thought that when part of the 
cargo was placed in tho hold a large 
part of the weight would be. below the 
water line, but this does not seem to 
bo the case, for the steamer almost 
toppled over last night when the tanks 
were emptied. The fact that tho lum- 
ber Is lighter than the water makes It 
more difticult to adjust the weight. 



SAILS FROM LIVERPOOL 



Blue Funnel Liner Tuecer Starts From 
United Kingdom— Ningchow 
on Way 



The Blue Funel line steamer Teucer 
left Liverpool on Sunday on her fourth 
voyage to this port, via tho Suez and 
the far east.

KAGA MARU HAS 

MANY JAPANESE 



Liner's Passenger List Shows 
Little Sign of Restriction 
Of Emigration 



The steamer Kaga maru, which is 
duo from Hongkong via Japanese 
ports, has 134 Japanese passengers 
ticketed to this port. Since the ar- 
rangement made by Hon. Mr. Lemieux 
with the Japanese government for a 
restriction of emigration from the land 
of the chrysanthemum, there has been 
no appreciable lessening of the num- 
ber of Japanese arriving by the Jap- 
anese steamers of the Nippon Yusen 
kalsha line. From now until the end 
of the year there are 24 sailings of 
the Japanese liners, as well as many 
sailings of other Oriental steamers. If 
each of tho steamers of the Nippon 
Yusen kaisha bring as many immi- 
grants as tho Kaga maru is reported 
to have on board, the result will be 
that over three thousand Japanese will 
be brought to Canada this year by 
this means, exclusive of those who 
may come by vessels of the Blue Fun- 
nel, C. P. R. Boston and other lines. 

The continued departure from Japan 
of tho emigrants on the same scale as 
before the alleged agreement for re- 
striction has attracted much attention 
among foreigners at Yokohama, and, 
writing under the norn-d'e-plume of 
"Merchant," one of them refers to an 
article in the Japan Times, of Tokio, 
regarding the reported restriction, as 
follows: 

"It would cause one to believe that 
the Japanese government had ceased 
to ship emigrants to America, and 
that the statements of the foreign of- 
ficials wore all lies. Perhaps it would 
have been of interest to them, hud 
they been on the Hatoba when the 
Iyo maru left last Wednesday for Se- 
attle, and notice the several represen- 
tatives of the diplomatic corps, with 
cameras. Photos as a rule do not ex- 
aggerate. The Japanese on board re- 
minded one very much of an ant hill 
after some person had tried to destroy 
same. I did not count the number, but 
do not think it far from 250, and 1 
pledge my life that they were not stu- 
dents either." 



Will Have Breeches Buoy With Line 
That Can Be Kept Taut From 
Moving Vesoals 



The life-saving ocean-going steamer 
whlch is being built by the United 
States government, to bo stationed at 
Neah bay, for use off the entrance to 
the straits of Juan do Fuca, will bo 
fitted with some new devices for life- 
saving. Among other apparatus is a 
new style breeches buoy, lii which the 
cable runs over an automatic drum, 
by the operation of which the cable is 
kept taut even when the vessel is 
moving. By means 'of 'this the buoy 
can be operated from a. wreck while 
tho life-saving vessel is in motion, a 
feature which Is jiow impossible, and 
excellent results are expected. Tho 
breeches buoy can he operated from a 
distance of 1,000 feet from the wreck. 

The new vessel, now known as No. 
16, will be built of steel, 152 feet in 
length, and have triple-expansion en- 
gines capable of developing 1,500 
horse-power.

"Grain chartering for northern load- 
ing continues in fair proportions," says 
the San Francisco Daily Commercial 
News, in its weekly review of the 
freight market, adding: "Owners are 
apparently willing to accept the union 
minimum of 27s (id, and at this (igure 
several fixtures have been made dur- 
ing the week. This marks a slight 
reduction from the rates in vogue a 
week ago. There is still plenty of 
grain to go forward, and at the union 
figure further chartering may be look- 
ed for. There is still a demand from 
the Orient for northern wheat, which 
is shipped by steam. The going rate 
remains about $3.25. 

'Lumber chartering remains quiet. 
One vessel was taken during tho week 
for U.-K. -Continent at 70s, cutting 
ports; one for Callao, Grays Harbor 
loading, private terms, and one for 
Shanghai, second loading, at 35s Gd. 
Outside of these fixtures there is noth- 
ing new. Australian demand has 
practically ceased.

The survivors of the lost Eclipse 
who recently arrived at Honolulu af- 
ter an arduous trip in open boats re- 
port having endured a maddening 
experience when they sighted the 
ship Fort George, one of the parti- 
cipants in the recent race of four 
sailing craft between San Francisco 
and Honolulu, go racing by without 
sighting them. The shipwrecked sea- 
ment left their craft January 11, and it 
was January 25 that ths Fort George 
,was sighted. She was under full 
sail and made no pause, although tho 
weak and agonized men in the boat 
signaled with their bony arms until 
they fell exhausted and helpless. The 
survivors, of whom there were six- 
teen, were crowded in one boat, and 
in the terrible trip from the scene of 
the wreck, 900 miles north of Hawaii, 
to Maui, where they were rescued, 
every one of the men was at one time 
or another insane from the experien- 
ces he was forced to go through. 

The food and water was doled out 
by Capt. C. B. Larson, but when they 
saw the Fort George approaching and 
apparently where she must sight and 
pick them up, the skipper gave way 
to tho frantic pleading of bus famish- 
ed companions and gave out almost 
the last drop '0fH'Titer / ,and sea bis- 
cuit. Apparently the Fort George 
had not sighted tins-boat, for she made 
no sign. As she passed out o.f sight 
and the last hope 'of rescue vanished 
with her, Isadore Medoe, unable to 
stand the shock, fell lifeless and was 
later buried in the sea by his weak- 
ened comrades. Two other sailors 
Stanley Ennis and Peter Christian- 
sen, starved to death before the boat 
reached land.

Another arrival yesterday 
was the British steamer M. S. Dol- 
lar, of Victoria, B. C, from San 
Francisco bound to Nanaimo for 
bunker coal. 

An unfounded report of delays at 
the Nanaimo bunkers was recently 
published by British shipping papers, 
which evoked tho following letter 
from the London agents of the West- 
ern Fuel company. "Angicrs Bros, 
freight circular, of January 2, reports 
difficulty in getting bunker coal at 
Nanaimo and Coronel and that ex- 
orbitant rates are being charged by 
the Western Fuel company. While 
there has been a great pressure ow- 
ing to the demands of the Interior 
of Canada, and owing to the shortage 
of labor, the Western Fuel company 
fulfilled their obligations to shipown- 
ers at contract prices and did not 
seek to get out of their contracts and 
churge 'higher prices. They bunkered 
a good many steamers owned in 
Glasgow and our agents tell us they 
never hoard of locally-owned steam- 
ers being delayed. As a case in point 
wo may mention that the steamer 
Tndlan Monarch sailed from Astoria 
on October IS and left Nanaimo Oc- 
tober 20, having taken 2,100 tons."

WORN IN THE TROPICS. 

Proper Clothing for Use Under the 
Indian Sun. 

Counsel-General W. H. Michael, of 
Calcutta, has been asked the question 
by citizens of the United States about 
to make a tour of the Orient as to 
what kind of clothing is the most suit- 
able for wear in Southern India dur- 
ing the hot months. He therefore ad- 
vises: 

Summer clothing in India varies in 
color and texture, but in the main it 
is light in color, light in weight and 
generally white. This has been the 
case for probably a thousand or more 
years. Lately the scientist has sug- 
gested that tho outside world should 
bo white and the inside brown, black, 
red, or orange color. The theory is 
that the white man should endeavor to 
imitate nature— that Is, the native who 
has a black of brown skin, and covers 
himself with white cloth. He Is com- 
fortable no matter how hot it gets, 
even when exposed to the direct rays 
of the sun. 

Tho native of a tropical climate has 
a. pigment in his skin that resists the 
actinic or short rays of the sun, which 
aro really dangerous to 'the white 
man who is not possessed of the dark 
pigment. This color protects the col- 
ored man from the destructive short 
rays of the sun. The white man should 
wear dark-colored silk or lisle thread 
or some other dark gauxe underwear, 
and over that light white or light-col- 
ored (lannel or white linen or cotton. 
This is the scientific, clothing for a 
Caucasian in the tropics. If this rule 
be followed by a white person in India 
during the hottest weather, and a pith 
hat or "topic'' is worn, there will T>o 
as little discomfort as is possible from 
the tropical heat. Of course, there aro 
other considerations, besides dress. 
One should eat little meat, avoid alco- 
holic drinks, sleep under an overhead 
electric fan, if possible, and take a 
short sleep in the afternoon If business 
permits. Above all, don't worry.

of the Liverpool Journal of Commerce 
says: The almost fierce blows to 
•which the White Star and Cunard lines 
have arrived by' the two sets of coun- 
ter blows which they have exchanged 
in announcing two cuts in their rates 
from Thursday evening to Saturday 
morning may bo taken as the com- 
mencement of the closing round, in a 
fight which has been proceeding in- 
termittently for nearly twelve months. 
To the general public the enormity of 
the stakes which arc being risked are 
tinknown. Each cut means the loss of 
thousands of pounds per week to the 
companies concerned, and at the pres- 
ent time they have arrived at mini- 
mum second cabin rate of £ti 5s to 
New York, which means that this class 
of passengers is boarded and fed in 
the style of the first class hotels, and 
carried over the voyage at an amount 
•which would work at only Midperrnllo 
These stakes are not being waged In 
the ordinary way of competition. They 
are merely intended to lead to a final 
round, when one company must submit 
to the domination of the other in pas- 
sing rates and working conditions. 
When it is remembered between prac- 
tically four companies — the Cunard, 
White Star, Hamburg-American and 
North German Lloyd— an ever in- 
creasing passenger traffic across the 
Atlantic, . involving the annual turn- 
over of many millions of pounds, is 
handled, the question of supremacy in 
dictating the adjustment of fares is 
one of intense importance. The Ger- 
man lines have for some yoars striven 
hard to secure this dominant position, 
and when .they joined hands with the 
International Mercantile Marine Com- 
pany, otherwise known as the Morgan 
Combino, they commenced tho first 
serious rate-cutting with the bold and 
deliberate Intention of freezing tho 
principal British company — the Cunard 
— into submission. They mot with a 
stiff response, which involved so much 
loss that the war was discontinued 
and the various companies returned to 
their original rates, having in tho [ 
meantime been at one stage carrying 
steerage passengers to New York for 
£3 instead of £S and £10. Overtures 
were subsequently made to the Cunard 
company to join in the agreement ex 
istlng between the German lines and 
the combine lines, but the late Lord 
Inverclydo declined to. submit to tho 
doniinanee of a power which it . was. 
well known -the German Emperor' was 
personally endeavoring to bring about 
in- favor of his own country.' Then it 
was that the British Government some 
six years ago realized the national im- 
portance of the situatiotn and agreed 
to a loan of nearly three millions to 
the Cunard company for tho purpose 1 
of building the greatest and fastest 
ships in the world — the Lusitania and 
Mauretania. This was a serious blow 
to the Germans and to the combine,- 
: and the opportunity . for retaliation 
came early last year.. There can be no 
doubt that both the White Star and 
the Cunard had realised that the trend 
of the bulk of the profitable saloon 
traffic was towards the British Chan- 
nel ports. The combine represented by 
the American line and its German al- 
lies were holding tho ground at South- 
hampton, but, anticipating what was 
no doubt the intention of the Cunard 
to remove part of their fleet to South- 
ompton, after the advent of the Lusi- 
tania, those three powerful personali- 
ties.Mr. Bruce Ismay, Lord Pirie, and 
Mr. Pierpont Morgan, not only secured 
the only available berthage for great 
Atlantic liners, but acquired dock con- 
struction sites, and followed in June by 
inaugurating a mid-weekly service of 
White Star steamers? with" the magnifi- 
cent liners Adriatic, Oceanic and sis- 
ter ships. In the case of the former 
the rates were not raised. The undoubt- 
ed triumph of tactics was followed by 
the' Mauretania and Lusitania taking 
to the road, and the Adriatic being 
taken as a precedent, the owners"dc- 
clining to put up the rates so as to 
create a differential price between 
them and the principal steamers of 
their competitors. Hereupon the Ger- 
mans again joined in the fight, and 
rates were considerably cut until in 
November there was a temporary ces- 
sation of hostilities and a further at- 
tempt made by Herr Ballln to induce 
the Cunard to enter into an agreement 
extending as a threat the alternative of 
renewing rate war. Tho British com- 
pany declined to enter a compact 
which would have sacrificed a large 
percentage of the enormous Scandina- 
vian and Southern Europe emigration 
trades which it has acquired. What 
was to be the next stage in the fight? 
Some inkling of this came a few weeks 
ago from the fact that the Hamburg- 
American and North German Lloyd 
companies had entered into a new 
compact to attach the two trades men- 
tioned and to strengthen tho com- 
bine in fighting for British trade. The 
response to this on tho part of the 
Cunard Company was to be found in 
their new list of sailings a fortnight 
ago, and which was the cause of tho 
fresh and intense outbreak of rate-cut- 
ting. Behind the Cunard's rearranged 
sailings, expert shipping men declare, 
is a work of magnificent organization, 
not only in economising well over one 
hundred thousand per year in working 
expenses, but in directly assailing the 
White Star's popular service from 
Liverpool to New York on Thursdays 
by such steamers as tho Baltic and 
Celtic, its equally popular service from 
New York to Southampton on Wednes- 
days by the Adriatic and Celtic class, 
but still further assailing tho first-rate 
American Line service from New York 
on Saturdays as represented by vessels 
of the St. Paul and New York class. 
This new list shows that/ commencing 
on the 1st of April, the magnificent 
new liners Mauretania, Lusitania, and 
Lucnnia will maintain a rapid weekly 
sailing from New York on Wednesday 
against the Adriatic, Oceanic, Teutonic 
and Majestic. From Liverpool the three 
< iuriard fliers referred to will sail on 
Saturday, and thus their customary 
stay In New Y'ork will be curtailed 
by three days. Again on Wednesday 
from Liverpool they will sail tho hand- 
some but not so speedy liners Car- 
mania, Caronia, tfmbrla, and Etrurla, 
which will cut Into the Thursday's 
sailing of the Whttu Star by the Celtic, 
Baltic and Arabic. Sailings from New

HAS NO CONVENTION 
WITH THE DOMINION 



Commissioner Ishii on the Le~ 
mieux Agreement — Japs 
Going to South America 



Director Ishii. of the commercial 
bureau of the foreign otlieo at Tokio, 
who recently investigated the question 
if Japanese emigration, in an inter- 
view given at Tokio shortly before the 
sailing of R.M.S. Empress of India, 
said: "It is a gross mistake to state 
that the Japanese government formed 
a convention with the Canadian gov- 
ernment for the restriction of emi- 
grants, because when M. Lemieux was 
here, Japan gave, him an understand- 
ing for a voluntary restriction, and has 
no arrangements as to the number of 
emigrants." 

News was brought by the steamer 
Empress of India that since the res- 
trictive measures against emigration 
to America the Japanese emigration 
companies are looking to South Amer- 
ica. The steamer Itsukushima maru 
has been chartered by the American 
emigration company to take 1,000 Jap- 
anese to Peru and another emigration 
company has been permitted to des- 
patch 500 to Callao. Representatives 
sent to Brazil by the Kokoku Emigra- 
tion company have returned after 
making arrangements to send 1 3,000 
Japanese yearly to that country, and 
arrangements are under way with Co- 
lumbia, an official from Bogota being 
in Tokio to secure Japanese laborers; 
for Columbian plantations, railways, 
etc. An agreement has also been made 
with the Pacilic Phosphate company, 
which controls Ocean Island, to allow 
Japanese emigration there. 

Count Hayashi, minister of foreign 
affairs, being Interviewed by a repres- 
entative of "the Mainichi Dempo, said 
that the fact that emigration, especial- 
ly to America, was mutually inadvis- 
able had been recognized by all the 
ministers of foreign affairs since 1896 
and Article 4 of the existing Emigra- 
tion Protection law had been inserted. 
Upon the annexation of Hawaii by 
America, the article, however, became 
ineffective to prevent transmigration 
from Hawaii, and in March last the 
American government promulgated a 
domestic law to prohibit Japanese 
transmigrants from Hawaii, by virtue 
of the last clause of Article 2 of the 
Amorico-Japanese treaty. Still labor 
ers got through as "students." This 
not only causes trouble to America, 
but is also detrimental to the law of 
Japan. Therefore, more strict regula 
tions are to be imposed upon students 
going to America and guarantees are 
required for them. The same principle 
has been accepted by Canada and it 
was communicated to Canada in tho 
form of a verbal promise written on a 
piece of paper, It is not, of course, a 
memorandum. The negotiations with 
America are, however, not yet settled, 
owing to the necessary deliberations 
on effective means for the prevention 
of Japanese emigrants. Nevertheless, 
it is entirely untrue to allege that 
there are serious questions pending 
betwen Japan and America. It trans- 
migration from Hawaii does not cease, 
•Count Hayashi may drastically pro- 
hibit emigration to Hawaii. -Mexico is 
not suitable for emigration, according 
to Minister Arakawa, and permission 
to emigrate to that country only allows 
them to trespass into America. Thus, 
Count Hayashi also proposes lo pro- 
hibit emigration to Mexico. The for- 
eign minister held that the Progressive 
party's attack on the government's 
emigration policy Is not well-defined, 
consideration of the valid treaty 
illations- between Japan and Amer- 
ica. Some parties emphasize the point 
that ten million yen accrue to the 
National treasury from emigrants, but 
the effects upon foreign trade of the 
relations with America may immedi- 
ately involve a loss of scores of million 
yen.

1-% sees., writing 
in the London Morning Leader, says, 
in part, in an aritclo on tho coming 
Olympian games: 

The sports ground or stadium will 
comprise a, splendid running track, 
three laps to tho mile, around which 
there will bo a banked cycle track. 
The whole surrounded with special en- 
closures, stands, a royal box, and seat- 
ing and other accommodation for up- 
wards of 100,000 spectators and offi- 
cials. The centre will be turfed, and 
;is intended for cricket, football, wres- 
tling, tennis, gymnastics, lire brigade, 
ambulance, riding, and all such con- 
tests and displays. There will also be 
an open air swimming bath 110 yards 
long immediately opposite the royal 
box on the inside of the running track. 

Tho most important event of the 
meeting will be the "Marathon race." 
The previous winners have been L. 
Lous (Greek) in lS'JB, G. Teate 
(France) 11)00, Hicks (American) 1904, 
W. J. Sherrlng (Canada) l!)0(i. 

England has always had the reputa- 
tion of possessing stamina, and the 
finest long distance athletes; yet we 
have failed to win this most important 
Marathon race hitherto; maybe our 
best men have been unable to spare the 
money, or time, to visit a foreign coun- 
try for the purpose of competing in 
the past, but this year they can have 
no such excuse. 

It would be well, then, to look about 
for a means of procuring the best 
material for the annexing by England 
of this great event. 

The Marathon race is run over a 
natural course, or, rather a road track. 
The distance, -12 kilometers (about 26 
miles 170 yards), is an unusual one 
for English athletes. There have been 
very few races over ten miles held in 
this country; therefore, our athletics, 
to be at their best and stand a chance 
of winning, must of a necessity make 
a speciality of the race, and go through 
a thorough course of training for it. 
A short, hurried preparation would be 
worse than useless; a six months, 
course, at least, is the time required 
for perfect fitness. 

Doubtless there are many athletes 
amongst the thousands of our cross- 
country runners, who, although third 
or fourth raters at the distances gen- 
erally run in this country, would if 
properly trained and looked after, be 
able to run away and outdistance the 
men who habitually run away from 
them at five or ten miles where they 
put to the test at, say,. 25 miles. 

The question, therefore, arises: What 
is the best method to adopt to find 
these treasures, and when found how 
best to encourage them? 

I would suggest, as the best means 
to discover hidden talent for the next 
great Marathon race, "cross-cpujitry 
running," "not racing." Let ©very 
British C.C. club encourage slow long- 
distance runs at all their club meets 
for the remainder of the present sea- 
son. 

The modus operandi should be: The 
pack to run and keep together for a 
distance of from 15 to 25 miles. The 
best plan would be to get the strong- 
est, slowest man of the club to set the 
pace, aii to keep with him till within 
a mile or so of the finish. Then those 
who liked might make their own pace 
home. 

At the end of the season let each 
club give a 20 to 25 miles sealed handi- 
cap (road race) (a provision should bo 
made to have some recognized stop- 
ping places where a competitor might 
get proper attention in case of a 
breakdown or inability to continue). 

The result of such races would en- 
able the executives to pick out three 
or four of their most promising men. 
These they should individually help 
and encourage in every legitimate way 
possible in preparing for the Marathon 
race. 

At about the end of May some prom- 
inent cross-country or athletic club 
.should be Induced to give an open pre- 
liminary 25 miles Marathon race, open 
to the athletes who have been selected 
by their respective clubs or by invi- 
tation. The first six men home in this 
race should then be the selected ones 
to do duty for England in the actual 
race; they should be given an oppor- 
tunity of running together, "not rac- 
ing," on two or three occasions prior to 
the Marathon race, and should be help- 
ed and encouraged in their prepara- 
tions in all ways possible by their re- 
spective clubs. 

I feel perfectly certain that if some 
such means were adopted thai [Orig- 
in nd would supply all the places in the 
Marathon race this year. 

There are, 1 am sure, many good 
sportsmen (old crocks 1 will call thorn) 
who would gladly give up their Satur- 
day afternoons to help the youngsters 
in their training, if the latter will only 
put their shoulders to the wheel and 
show willingness to try and get fit. 

Be It remembered it is pace, not dis- 
tance, that kills. Again, such a train- 
ing as I have suggested, provided the 
othlete were physically lit. would do 
the individual a. tremendous lot of 
good, both for health's sake and gen- 
eral fitness. 

Finally, the great points to remem- 
ber are: 

1. To practice long distance slow 
runs once a week. 

2. To live an ordinary regular life. 

3. Never to race in practice, but to 
keep all racing for the actual race. 

4. To wear short-spiked shoes with 
heel and one spike in latter. Thin

"Fight arrangements would then bo 
m.Jdo In the open. The public would 
not bo kept guessing all the time. Fake 
fights could not bo carried out as suc- 
cessfully, for the commission would 
be there to Investigate, with power of 
ruling tho fakirs out of the fight game 
for life. 

"You hear of baseball players being 
blacklisted for jumping, contracts or 
doing crooked work. Jockeys and own- 
ers are ruled off the turf for commit- 
ting crimes that coines to light. The 
A. A. U. suspends athletes who arc 
found guilty of infraction of amateur 
rules, and it soon rids itself of thoso 
convicted of professionalism. 

"Under existing conditions boxing is 
classed among the lowest forms of hu- 
man endeavor, while tho boxer is 
looked upon as one of the lowest 
classes of humanity. A commission to 
govern the sport could remedy this 
and also make an organized fight 
against unjust legislation and police 
interference."

American Olympic Committee May 
Have Difficulty in Getting Money 
To Finance Team 



No matter how others may think 
James E. Sullivan, president of the 
A. A. U., does not believe the Halpin 
controversy will have such an effect 
that any special efforts will have to 
be made to gather together the funds 
wherewith to defray the expenses of 
the American team to the Olympic 
games at London next summer. 

The American Olympic committee 
has figured that about $50,000 will bo 
needed. Toward this, Mr. Sullivan 
expects the tryouts at Franklin Field 
Philadelphia in June to net about 
$5,000 The games at Chicago should 
be worth about as much, while the 
San Francisco meet might be expect- 
ed to contribute $:!,i"i00. If these fig- 
ures are realized there is rather more 
than one-quarter of the total from 
these three alone. 

The New York Athletic, club has 
set tho other athletic clubs of the 
country an example by opening its 
purse which will be speedily followed. 
Tho Irish-American despite the fact 
that it was there most of the trouble 
originated, can be counted upon to do 
the proper thing, ' as can the Pas- 
times. The Chicago Athletic Associa- 
tion has announced its intention of 
joining in the good work, and so 
have many others all over the coun- 
try. 

Tho University of Michigan has of- 
fered to pay all the expenses of any 
Wolverines who may be selected to 
wear tho shield, and when the time 
comes more will do the same and 
then there is always tiie A. A. U. it- 
self to fall back upon. Any reason 
why there should be any worry on 
tills account? None whatever.

its way to the west coast of Africa, 
much of it going into Northern Nigeria 
Bronze coins also circulate to somo ex- 
tent on the coast, but it is very rare 
for them to be met with in the interior. 
In these regions the little shells known 
as cowries, the value of which is con- 
tinually fluctuating, being highest In 
tho remoter districts, have hitherto 
formed the medium for exchange. 

"It is hoped that those small alumi- 
num coins will gradually take their 
places as the medium for exchange," 
stated Mr. BUIson-Macartney, Deputy 
Master of the Mint. "They have a 
fixed value, which ought to be of great 
advantage to the native as well as to 
the general trade of the country." 

Mr. Macartney explained that the 
low value of the coins and tho immense 
number of them required rendered it 
nacessary to make them of some ox- 
tremely light metal— hence tho adop- 
tion .of aluminum. "Tho smaller the 
amount the greater the cost of coin- 
age," he remarked. "Half-pence are 
much more costly to cdin than pennies, 
and yield far less profit. So far as 
I know, these are the only aluminum 
coins In tho world.'.' 

Both tlie new coins are perforated 
in the centre to permit the natives to 
string them together as has been their 
habit with the cowrie from time itn- 
memorlal.

ALDERMEN DECIDE

Pay is Raised From $300 to 
$400 Per Year— Mayo r 
Gets No Increase 



Vancouver, Feb. 24. — The city coun 
ell last night decreed that the salary 
of the Aldermen for the present year 
should be $400 instead of the $300 
figure which has prevailed since the 
revision of the charter. The mayor's 
remuneration was fixed at the old fig- 
ure, $2,000, which is the limit, but 
Mayor Bethune told the council plain- 
ly that steps should be taken to in- 
crease this amount next year. He 
said that the city had now grown 
to such a size and importance that 
the entertainment of visitors and the 
maintenance of the dignity of the po- 
sition entailed greater expenses, on an 
incumbent who followed up these 
lines carefully, than the remuneration 
covered. 

Aid. McDonald and McSpadden 
moved the Increase of the aldermanic 
salaries, but Aid. McGulgan promptly 
stepped to the fore with an amend- 
ment declaring against the granting 
of any salaries for cither mayor or 
aldermen. He thought the represen- 
tatives should bo willing to serve 
without pay. 

The amendment was put, and even 
Aid. McGulgan forgot to vote for It. 
"I knew you were only 'joshing,' Tom," 
was Aid. McSpadden's comment. 

Aid. McGulgan promptly swung to 
the other end of the pole, and said if 
any salary was to be granted it should 
be the limit, hence he would stand for 
the $400 figure. Aid. Morton said that 
he believed the limit was only fair, 
but In view of the fact that there was 
a general reduction of wages, it was 
possibly inadvisable at this time. 

Aid. Hepburn moved the old salary 
of $.100. It was only an honorarium 
anyhow. No one called it a. salary ex- 
cept some person who was mad at 
an alderman, and alluded to the fact 
of a $25 per month alderman in a 
mean spirit. 

Aid. Macmillan believed that the 
salary should be $100 per month, and 
the aldermen give their entire time to 
the work. Then thero would be no 
need of discussing a board of control. 
Tho idea of cutting the salary below 1 
the charter limit was only a cheap 
bid for popularity.

Vancouver, Feb. 4. — British Colum- 
bia is unique among tho provinces of 
Canada in many respects but in none 
more than its geographical features. 
Innumerable tracts of the most fertile 
soil in isolated sections are cut off 
from convenient communication with 
markets because the construction of : 
roads Is too costly and on this ac- 
count rapid settlement has been de- 
layed in many districts. 

Though many of these outlying sec- 
tions are already settled and tho 
ranchers are able to produce every 
luxury for the table and many other 
necessaries of life they are not able 
to enter Into tho fullest* enjoyment 
their Immense heritage for the r> 
sons stated. They have lived in the 
hope that a day might dawn when 
tho government of the province would 
bo in a position to alford the usual 
facilities for travel and transportation. 
Tho cost has so far, appeared pro- 
hibitive and conditions have been lit- 
tle bettered. 

Consideration of those subjects by 
Frank Scott Dobson of this city, an 
old resident of the province not un- 
acquainted with the conditions exist- 
ing in these outlying districts and an 
engineer, has enabled him to devise 
a roadway which he declares would, 
If adopted, promise relief from the 
awkward conditions which have 
hitherto prevailed. 

Briefly the plan Involves tho con- 
struction of light wooden roadways 
over which a light motor car would be 
run. In the matter of tho roadway 
the Dobson scheme demands only 
hewn rails laid on rough wooden ties. 
Very little grading, says Mr. Dobson, 
is required, and there Is practically 
n;o ground work to bo done. The 
means by which elevations are secur- 
ed Is also simple, requiring no ex- 
perienced engineer. The roadway will 
pass over obstructions, around bluffs 
and across streams with greater facil- 
ity than Is enjoyed in the building 
of most modern trails. 

The difficulty with light cars, run- 
ning over wooden roadways has been 
the slipping and skidding of the 
wheels of the motor on heavy grades. 
Mr. Dobson says he completely obvi- 
ates all semblance of danger from 
such causes. The traction feature of 
his car consists of four double sots of 
wheels, so arranged in relation to each 
other that a double clutch <s obtained 
upon the rails. Both the upper and 
inside surfaces of tho rails arc used 
to afford a "grip" for the propelling 
wheels. 

Mr. Dobson's theory Is that such 
roadways can be built In every out- 
lying district and at very moderate 
cost thus affording facilities for both 
travel and transportation far super- 
ior to those afforded by tho best mod- 
ern road. Access to the nearest rail- 
way or steamship points' would thon 
bo placed within tho reach ; of tho

pioneers and their present inconveni- 
ences remedied by bringing them into 
contact with all the advantages of 
most favorable situations. 

Mr. Dobson's car Is also novel. 
While some product of petroleum 
would be used for motive power the 
car will carry both freight and pas- 
sengers, making daily or loss fre- 
quent trips to the terminal stations 
at connecting points. Only one man 
would be required to handle the car. 
A roadway might be live or fifty 
mlles in length.

MARKET REACHING 
STAGNATION POINT 

Operations Fall Off To Nearly 
Nothing— Railway Reports 
Are Depressing 



Now York, Feb. 4. — The dwindling 
operations in stocks fell to the point 
of stagnution today. There, was a 
slight demand during tho early part 
of the day, centering- in a few stocks 
and coming from only a few broker- 
age houses, which have been active 
sellers for tho past few days, sup- 
posedly 'on tho short side of the mar- 
ket. Tho slight effect on prices pro- 
duced by the developments, which 
were regarded as unfavorable, recently 
was utilized by beurs to cover their 
short contracts. 

Thero was at the same lime a ces- 
sation of acute weakness in special 
stocks, which have proved disquiet ■ 
ing recently, and also of the reports 
current to explain this weakness with 
alleged troublesome features regarding 
the finances of the companies. No 
more was heard of the talk of intend- 
ed receivership for the Rock Island, 
and tho securities of that company en- 
joyed a substantial recovery. There 
was not much in the news of the day 
to afford positive grounds for a rise in 
prices. The reopening of repair and 
car shops of the New York Central 
and Pennsylvania railroads was con- 
sidered a good sign. 

The Decembor net earnings report 
of tho Pennsylvania railroad attracted 
much attention by tho heavy decrease 
shown, but it did not depress the 
-v stock, principally because rumors had 
been in circulation that it would be 
worse than it proved. The determina- 
tion to maintain prices in the steel 
trade is expected to have some ef- 
fect on railroad economics, owing to 
tho large part played by the consump- 
tive requirements of t/ie railroads in 
that trade. 

The suggestion has ibeen made that, 
until the railroads find themselves in 
funds again by a revival of the de- 
mand for securities a reduction of 
prices of equipment material would 
be found ineffective to stimulate de- 
mand, and that a reduction therefore 
may be postponed rather than avoided. 

Another source of embarrassment to 
the economics planned by (he railroads 
Is tho large cost of moving empty cars, 
which is prompted by the heavy pen- 
alties attached to retaining cars of 
other companies, which were put in 
force at the time of car famines re- 
sulting from the crush of traffic. 

The falling off in activity of bonds 
was as marked as in stocks. The 
tone was irregular. Total sales, 
$4,486,000. "United States bonds were 
unchanged on call. 1

should our business n?n be obliged to 
pay such exorbitant rates in comparison 
with that charged In the east? It looks 
as if the money lenders thought they 
had the west at their mercy, and "stick" 
It on interest to an almost extortionate 
degree. 

"In conversation with some Winnipeg 
business men a representative or the 
Commercial was assured that funds 
were being loaned here on good secur- 
ity at S per cent, interest without any 
questions being asked, and that evon IV 
higher rate was being paid on small 
loans. It is a good thing that the west 
is strong and generous. A difference 
of 2% or 3 per cent, between the rate 
here and In Ontario is to say tho least 
unfair, and it is no wonder that one 
hears bitter things said regarding our 
dependence upon tho east for loan 
money. 

"If tho lenders were taking much risk 
here It might be a different proposition, 
but we notice they are careful about 
their security. If any scare spreads 
about in these provinces there 1s a 
tendency to distrust on the part of big 
concerns, and even when thov are abso- 
lutely sure that they are safe in their 
operations, they charge S per cent, or 
more interest, which is more than double 
what these same Institutions pay on 
deposits."

Owing to the slackening in supplies, 
the great part of which are imported 
from Washington and other northwest- 
ern states, local prices of bran, shorts 
and middlings have been advanced $2 
per ton.

Owing to the 
falling off In the flour export trade the 
mills In Washington have, In many in- 
stances closed down with a consequent 
curtailment in the production of feed 
stuffs. While there has not as yet been 
any advance 1m flour prices tin; eastern 
wheat market holds firm and advices 
from that quarter indicate that a sub- 
stantial advance may lie looked tor in 
the near future unless wheat prices ease, 
off materially from present' figures. 

In other lines of local produce the 
week has soon few. If any, changes, The 
milder weather following the 
cold snap has given an easier 
thf market for dairy products ami 
while butter ami eggs are still quoted 
at the price prevailing last week deal- 
ers State thai then- will likely be a drop 
any day now. Generally about the end 
of February prices of eggs ami butter 
ease off some;, supplies as a rule in- 
creasing. 

There has been no change In fruit 
prices. Local apples are off the market 
the demand being met witli the product 
of southern orchards which retails here 
at from ?2 per box up.

Mr. W. Andrews, who has for twen- 
ty-eight years been rat-catcher for the 
Royal Albert and Victoria Docks, con- 
tends that it will never be possible ut- 
et'ly to exterminate rats. "All we can 
hope to do," he said, "Js to keep them 
under. The offspring of one pair will 
multiply in the course of a year to 
considerably over 20,000.

Vancouver, Feb. 4. — A letter has 
been received In this city from one 
of the axmen sent out to work on the 
clearing of the townsite at Prince Ru- 
pert early in the year, in the course of 
which the writer deplores the condi- 
tions existing at that point at the 
present time, and makes known his in- 
tention of leaving the 
ture city at his earliest opportunity. 
The bunkhouse, according to his 
statements, consists of a tent 84 feet 
by 3G feet, pitched on a muskeg situ- 
ated in a partly sheltered nook. A 
plank walk, four feet wide, has been 
laid in the. centre of the tent, while 
each side of this Is lilled up with 
brush to a height of about Ave or six 
feet. On this brush the axmen are 
cbliged to spread out their blankets 
and sleep as best they can. During 
the frosty nights they can hear the ice 
cracking beneath their beds, the cold 
being sometimes intense and always 
uncomfortable owing to the Insuffi- 
cient shelter provided. 

Work on the clearing of the town- 
slte is progressing but slowly, a large 
number of the men hired having de- 
cided that employment at Prince Ru- 
pert was a greater evil than being out 
of work in a city, and deciding to re- 
turn to Vancouver or New Westmins- 
ter as soon as possible.

We 
read this evening an account of M'dme 
de Thebes, who deals with the fortunes 
of nations, but a handbill, distributed 
on Hustings street, sets out. that, tin' 
past, present and future of one's life 
can be told and that you may know the 
name of your future companion ami 
whether they will be false or true. Also 
whether your absent friends are living 
or dead, etc., etc. The expense la not 
stated but it is said to lie reasonable. 
There must be many foolish people who 
give such fortune-tellers .tlie dollars that 
should be paid to the baker, the grocer 
or the milkman, or they could not pay 
heavy expenses for prominent premises. 

Section 35S of tie- Criminal Code and 
following sections may apply ami it is 
a question worthy of consideration of 
the authorities as to whether proceed- 
ings- cannot be taken against those who. 
by making a representation, which Is 
known to them to be false, they are not 
liable to three years imprisonment, 

Under section ] 80. .of the Criminal 
Code: 

"Every ..one Is BUflty of an Indict- 
able offense- and liable to two years 
Imprisonment who pests for transmis- 
sion or delivery by or through the post 
any letter or circular concerning 
schemes devised or Intended to deceive

In London there is a musical guild 
of ,St. Cecilia., says Our Dumb Ani- 
mals which has been having wonder- 
ful experience/ among hospital pati- 
ents. It seems that a patient suffer- 
ing from Insomnia, had been sent to 
sleep twice by their music; but as 
some doubt about the fact was ex- 
pressed by a physician In tho hos- 
pital, tho choir determined to try tho 
effect of their charms upon a whole 
ward — and actually succeeded. They 
sent -four patients out of fourteen 
into sound slumber and rendered 
drowsy all tho others, in the short 
space of twenty minutes. In another 
hospital a woman suffering- from de- 
pression of spirits, which had depriv- 
ed her of the desire to talk for many 
weeks, became Interested and conver- 
sational under the inlludnce of the 
music, while a man suffifc-lng from 
delirium tremens was soothed and 
(iuleted. The experiment Is worth try- 
Inn: In hosnltal work. 



Great War Against Rats. 

"Rat-Infested districts are a grave, 
national danger," declared Sir Lauder ! 
Brunton, tie- famous medical scien- | 
ttst, in an Interview with a represen- 
tative of the Over-Seas "Daily Mail," ! 
"and 1 am glad to sec that the mat- 
ter is being taken up seriously. The 
new association which is to wage war 
against rats is to be called the Society 
for the Destruction of Vermin. 

"it is only comparatively recently j 
that Die nature of the connection be- 
tween mortality in rats and plague 
bus been discovered. The disease genu i 
which causes plague is a short, thick 
eoccc-lmoillus witli rounded ends, to 
which the name of bacillus pestls bus 
been given. It was discovered by Kit- 
asato, and also by Jersin and numer- 
ous experiments have proved without 
doubt that this bacillus is the cause of 
plague, 

"People will very naturally ask how 
it is conveyed from rats to men, and 
the answer is that the head transmit- 
ters are fleas. These insocts, having 
fed upon rats or patients infected 
with plague, absorb the bacillus 
which multiplies within them, and is 
transmitted to the next animal or per- 
son they bite. 

"We know that tho great plague of 
London spread from Smyrna. It came 
in a bundle of rugs, and some of these 
rugs were carried In a package to a 
town in Yorkshire, with tho result that 
both these communities wore attacked' 
by plague. 

A single rat could infect a whole 
shlpful, and although precautions i 
may bo taken at ports to isolate cases 
of plague yet rats may become infect- 
ed and creep along ropes to the shore, 
there infecting other rats. In this 
way a pestilence might, be started. Tho 
necessity* for a national campaign 
against rats, therefore, will bo realiz- 
ed. 

"I would like to draw attention to 
the virulence of the plague poison, 
which is capable of great increase and 
great disease. At first It seems too 
feeble to attack man, but Is able to 
attack small animals such as rats. 
By passing successfully through num- 
erous ruts It becomes more and more

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MAKES APPEAL FOR 
HIHJBR LEGISLATION 

Large Audience Hear Lecture 
'■by Miss Murcutt— New 
• Zealand's Example 



"Now Zealand, the Homo of Demo- 
cracy," was the subject oC the lecture 
delivered by Miss Ada L. A. Murcutt, 
follow of tho Royal Scottish Geo- 
graphical Society, who is giving a 
series of unique lectures in the city. 
Sllss Murcutt, who is a world wide 
traveler, lecturer and writer, gave a 
most interesting- address on the great 
strides made in the Island Dominion, 
und contrasted • conditions in that 
country with those In Canada, much 
to the advantage of the former, par- 
ticularly in reference to tho measures 
to govern tho liquor problem. Last 
night's lecture was given In tho A. O. 
U. W, hall before a large audience, 
under tho auspices of the local branch 
of the W. C, T. U. Miss Murcutt 
made an eloquent plea to her hearers 
to support the movement for local 
option, which sho claimed, should it 
be successful in this province, would 
put British Columbia at the very fore- 
front of the provinces of tho Domin- 
ion. "The blow struck for liberty will 
reverberate around the world. Should 
the people of British Columbia decide 
to do away with the saloon this de- 
cision would be world vvido in its 
effect," the lecturer declared with em- 
phasis. 

Miss Murcutt was well received 
when she rose to speak. Sho told of 
tho work which had been accomplish- 
ed in New Zealand to improve the 
condition of tho people,, and .of the 
success which had attended these ef- 
forts until at the present time that 
country was held up as the model 
community the world over, New Zea- 
land was now the example towards 
which the attention of the world 
legislators was turned, and the suc- 
cess which had attended the novel 
experiments In legislation had made 
other countries, centuries older In 
civilization, envious. 

For the Peoples' Good 

Commencing with the early steps 
taken by tho country in framing 
legislation purely for the good of the 
people, Miss Murcutt told how the 
legislators, imbued with the idea that 
a nation's prosperity sprang from the 
soil, had enacted wise laws enabling 
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the people to become owners of farms 
and encouraged them In developing 
their holdings. The benefits of gov 
ernrhent ownership of public utilities 
was. also pointed out with particular 
reference to New Zealand, where the 
government is supreme, where the 
great utilities, such as the railroads, 
are not run for the benefit of a few 
men who have more money than they 
know what to do with, but were con- 
trolled and operated solely for the 
benefit of tho people at large and the 
surplus, If any, and generally there 
was a surplus, was devoted to the 
giving of better accommodation and 
lower rates. Despite the predictions 
that government ownership and oper- 
ation of railroads would be a dismal 
failure, New Zealand had proved that 
the reverse was tho fact, and that 
under such control the people get bet- 
ter, cheaper and more satisfactory 
j service. 

I State insurance was another matter 
in which tho government of New 
Zealand had led the world. The busi- 
ness there was not carried on with tho 
I sole Idea of accumulating dividends 
1 for stockholders, but was conducted 
1 purely in tho Interests of the people, 
| and the red tape methods so preval- 
ent in tho case of the collection of 
! claims In this country was an un- 
known thing in the Island Dominion. 
The People First 
The paternal care shown by the gov- 
ernment of New Zealand for the peo- 
ple was probably never better de- 
i monstrated than in the case of the ad- 
! ministration of estates. A public olH- 
] cial, backed by all tho power of the 
government, had full license not only 
to collect money left by wills, but 
! also to invest it should tho legatee 
i desire that the money should be so 
handled and should this public ofii- 
| cial, through poor judgment, occasion 
the loss of the money, the government 
, was there to make good the loss, 
i The system of compulsory arbltra- 
1 tion in strikes, old age pensions with 
. the attendant improvement in the 
■ condition of the aged, and an almost 
| entire lack of the poverty which was 
so prevalent among aged paupers In 
England, and the wonderful awaken- 
ing along the lines or liquor prohibi- 
tio were touched upon at length. In 
connection with tho liquor problem 
Miss Murcutt declared that the 'first 
country to have total prohibition 
would be either Canada or New Zea- 
land, and sho warned her hearers that 
unless they did their utmost to do 
away with the traffic, the honor would 
' be captured by the former country. 
"You will have to wake up," declared 
the speaker. "New Zealand has a 
local option law, and we here will have 
to set to and work to got such a law 
in British Columbia. We want this 
il'ovlnee to be the stronghold of 
temperance. The country which is tho 
first to prohibit the sale of liquor will 
1 be the first, commercially and morally 
in the world. We will petition the 
government of British Columbia to 
I enact such laws as will put an end 
to the saloon, and all of you will be 
asked to decide is whether the saloon 
shall remain or be driven from the 
i land? 

Thm People Are Supreme 

! Miss Murcutt declared that it rest- 
ed solely with the people whether the 
I liquor traffic should cease. "When 
I you get intelligent enough, Christian 
enough, to say the saloon shall go 
| you will do away with it." Sho be- 
lieved that at the present time tho 
feeling against the saloon and the sale 
of liquor was quite strong enough to 
abolish the traffic. It had been proved 
that a community without saloons 
; was financially, as well as morally, 
' in a very much better condition than 
those where the demon drink was 
I allowed to go at large. 
1 "If the majority- want liquor, let 
| them have it," declared the speaker, 
"but if you want the saloon to be 
swept away make your voice heard, 
and sign the petition which will be 
shortly circulated for signatures, and 
which will be presented to the pro- 
vincial government." were Miss Mur- 
cutt's closing words. 

Tho lecture was listened to with the 
deepest interest, Miss Murcutt has 
the faculty of amusing her hearers as 
well as instructing them, and the 
many anecdotes with which her lec- 
ture was interspersed drew forth re- 
peated applause and laughter. 

At the conclusion a collection was 
taken up, and a satisfactory sum 
realized, which will be devoted to the 
work of the W. C. T. TJ. II. S. McGce, 
field secretary of the moral reform 
branch of the Methodist church, pro- 
sided. Before Miss Murcutt com- 
menced her lecture a solo was rend- 
ered by Miss Mcintosh. 

Tonight Miss Murcutt will speak in 
tho A. O. U. W. hall on the subject,' 
"White .Slaves of Great Britain," be- 
ing an account of the sweating sys- 
tem of that country, and tomorrow 
afternoon at 3 o'clock a mass meeting 
in the A. O. U. AV. hall, for women 
only, will be held, when "Women of 
Other Lands," will be the topic.

Hon. Mr. McBride: I would like 
very much to correct on one point in 
particular the hon. member for Na- 
naimo, who has Intimated that the 
present action of the government is 
prompted by tho influence of the E. & 
N. and of the C. P. R. corporations. 
That, sir, I must brand without a mo- 
ment's hesitation as a baseless attack. 
It is absolutely without foundation. 
And I can moreover say, sir, and In 
the broadest posslblo manner, as a 
member of the executive council, that 
neither directly nor Indirectly has any 
Railway corporation approached the 
government in reference to this reso- 
lution. On the other hand, sir, we 
havo been approached by representa- 
tives of the Western Fuel company, of 
the Wellington Collieries, and of the 
Crow's Nest Pass company, not so 
much, however, in the way of object- 
ing to tho proposed coal tax, as in opt 
position to our proposal to increase 
the tax on coke to 15 cents a ton.' In 
regard to the smaller companies, one 
of which is represented on the floor of 
this house by one of the members for 
Vancouver city, I must say that these 
other corporations have never sug- 
gested, as far at any rate as any of 
their representatives in their commun- 
ications with this government are con- 
cerned, that there was anything in 
this act of a nature to discriminate 
.against the smaller and in favor of 
the larger operators. (Hear, hear.) 
All Will Now Pay 

Now what in reality is the present 
situation of affairs? We find, sir, that 
certain mining- companies have escap- 
ed the royalty tax, owing to tho fact 
that the crown grants, under which 
they hold their lands afford them ex- 
emption. I am now referring in par- 
ticular to the Wellington and the New 
Vancouver companies, while the 
Crow's Nest Pass Coal Company 
claims a similar exemption. And I 
again repeat, that the proposal of the 
hon, the finance minister simply mean* 
that all the collieries are now to lie 
placed an precisely the same footing, 
and are to pay the same rate of tax- 
ation, the royalty being altogether 
abolished. It is quite true, that years 
ago, when coal mines were in an ex- 
perimental stage, a royalty was not 
imposed, with tho result that the in- 
vestment of capital in the develop- 
ment of these natural resources of 
ours was greatly encouraged. But 
we have now, sir, and long since, 
passed the experimental stage. And 
we well know today that the mining 
of coal is a paying proposition. The 
coal mines of British Columbia are, as 
a matter of fact, one of our most at- 
tractive propositions. 

Now, a word, sir, in regard to the 
smaller operators: I wisli the hon. 
member for Nanaimo to learn in how 
large a degree these smaller compan- 
ies have developed their operations 
since this government came Into 
office. Not only have additional mines 
been opened in Southeast Kootenay, 
but we further know that today there 
is a also a good paying mine m 
Kootenay valley, and all this has hap- 
pened since this government took 
office. 

Mr. Henderson: It is duo to the 
Dominion government. 

Hon. Mr. McBride: It is rather due, 
sir, to the sound business policy, 
which has been from the beginning 
pursued by this administration: 
(Cheers.) And If the affairs of this 
country had not been of recent years 
handled in a substantial and most 
business-like way, these mines would 
never havo been opened, for the 
simple reason that the capital neces- 
sary for their development would not 
have been forthcoming. (Cheers.) As 
far as the government is concerned 
we have not spared ourselves at all. 
and wo have done everything that 
win fair and reasonable, in order to 
encourage these Important enterprises. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Oliver.-- -What 'did you do.' 
Government Has Assisted. 

Hon. Mr. McBride.— I will compress 
mv reply into a few words. In regard 
to public works, under our control, and 
In the matter of establishing civil gov- 
ernment which is so essential In con- 
nection with the opening up of these 
mines, this government has left, no- 
thing undone which could possibly be 
accomplished, and had it not been for 
tho fact that this government had the 
complete 'confidence of capital which 
was read" for investment in this pro- 
vince not "a" single one of tho mines 
which have been opened up during tho 
past few years, would be In Operation 
today. Anil in regard to the smaller 
mines, such as the Arbuthnot anil oth- 
ers, which havo been opened up,, as 
woll as the other mines, which we are 
given to understand will be shortly op- 
ened up In connection with the settle- 
ment of the E. & N. railway, settlors' 
rights, which woro taken up and set- 
tled by this government, these mines 
would certainly have never been opened 



up and be- in operation today, had It 
not been for the policy which has been 
consistently followed by the adminis- 
tration of the day. (Cheers). But, 
sir, in submitting this bill, we are by 
no means discriminating against .the 
small proprietors, and our sole inten- 
tion Is merely to effect an adjustment 
and place (hem all on the same basis. 
In fact not only coal mining companies 
but all Industrial concerns in this pro- 
vince will be served alike, and will pay 
the same scale of charges. An hon. 
gentleman points out that the Vancou- 
ver Coal company is paying a littlo 
more for mining than is the case with 
some others, but If the government of 
the clay took up the question of mine 
economy and the oost'-of production, a 
rather impossible situation would be 
created. (Hear, hear). It would be 
manifestly impossible for us to settle 
upon the figure which it costs in cash 
to lift a ton of coal at any particular 
mine, and to levy a corresponding rate 
of taxation. (Hear, hear). 

This bill, s-ir, Is simply introduced for 
the purpose of rendering the taxation 
of all mining properties uniform, and 
not at all, sir. with the view either of 
hampering industry or of discriminat- 
ing against small operators. (Cheers). 
Railway Negotiations 

On the order, the adjourned debato 
on tho Railway Assessment Amend- 
ment act, being taken up. Hon. Mr. 
Mr. McBride said: The hon. member 
for Alberni (Air. Brewster) has on a 
previous occasion referred to some 
correspondence which lias passed in 
connection with this question, and 
while some correspondence exists, it 
is of very limited extent indeed, and 
is moreover rather of a personal than 
of a public character. J will, how- 
ever, be very glad to place this cor- 
respondence at the disposal of the 
hon. gentleman. 1 would like, sir, fur- 
ther to say, with regard to tho cor- 
porations, which have been mentioned, 
that in respect to the first, the Co- 
lumbian and Western, the negotiations 
have been almost purely verbal be- 
tween Mr. J. S. Dennis and myself' 
in reference to the second, the V. V. 
& E., the same observations will ap- 
ply, the company's representatives in 
this instance being A. H, McNeill and 
J. E. Farrell, while in the case of tho 
E. & N. the negotiations wore conduct- 
ed between Mr. Marpole, of the C. P. 
R., my colleague, the hon. minister of 
finance and myself. 

Wants Work Done First 

In resuming the debate upon the bill 
to umend the Railway Assessment act, 
H. C. Brewster (Alberni) stated that 
ho desired to see the extension of the 
E. & N. proceeded with as rapidly as 
possible. Tho premier had stated that 
the extension was to be started In the 
hopes of helping the unemployed. He 
could not see anything in the bill 
which would tend to assist the unem- 
ployed. He would like to see a clause 
Inserted in the measure binding tho 
E. & N. to complete the extension be- 
fore consideration was given their re- 
quest that they should receive exemp- 
tion from taxation. When they would 
come and assure the house that the 
extension would be completed at an 
early date, and that they would em- 
ploy only white men in its construc- 
tion, it would be time enough to con- 
sider the question of ' 'granting them 
exemption from taxation. 

Wants a Guarantee. 

J. H. Hawthornthwaite (Nanaimo) 
referred to the ■ serious state of affairs 
which, he said, at present existed in 
the province. Many, men were out of 
work. This was no reflection upon 
British Coldinbla 'because he believed 
the province was in a much better po- 
sition than any other province of the 
Dominion, or any state- of -the Union. 
At the present time one- third of the 
working population of the city of Na- 
naimo was out of work. The chair- 
man of a meeting which he had at- 
tended the previous evening had as- 
sured him that he had the names of 
400 miners who had .been laid off in 
tho last fortnight. 

He believed that, tho construction of 
railways would provide work for 
thousands of the unemployed. The 
government said that by the passing 
of this bill the construction of the 
various roads would be hastened. But 
there were many Orientals out of work 
at the present time. 

The members favoring this bill 
would be in a very difficult position if 
the railways started construction and 
gave employment not to the whites, 
but to the yellow men. The govern- 
ment could give no assurance of this. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite stated that 
tho steamer Kumeric.bad landed 700 
Japanese at Nanaimo, and they had 
been conveyed out to the railway 
'iiamps under cover of night. The 
premier had promised that some pub- 
lic works would be opened up in the 
near future. Ele trusted that the 
promise would be fulfilled at an early 
date. 

He could not support the bill at the 
present juncture until he was assured 
that the whites would bo given the 
preference upon the construction work. 

He would ask the linance minister if 
he could assure him that white labor 
only would be used on the construc- 
tion of the road. 

Will Start Soon. 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow stated that within 
the last few days Mr. Marpole, of the 
!G. P. R., had assured him that, In re- 
spect to the first ten miles of (heir 
contract, the contractor hail under- 
taken to begin the work of construc- 
tion at a very early day. 

Protection for Labor 

Mr. Oliver — I wisli to ask the hon. 
the first minister whether In the nego- 
tiations with the. C. P. P.. the Kooten- 
ay Central, the V. V & E. and the 13, 
^ N., any stipulation lias been made 
on the part of the government that 
only white men shall be employed on 
the work. 

Hon, Mr. McBride— We have dis- 
cussed that matter as well as the ques- 
tion of time, construction being be- 
gun at an early date. Two or three 
other matters wore considered as well; 
but I have always adhered to the vte^ 
of the government of the day, which 
justified standing by the policy, which 
was adopted on the floor of this legis- 
lature, when some five years ago we 
voted some very large bonuses to dif- 
ferent roads, and in reference is made 
to the legislation of that period it will 
be found that the condition Imposed 
on the' ' companies receiving these 
bonuses was, that they were not to em-' 
ploy aliens and other foreign labor on 
the works In question. This was what 
might be termed a compromise con- 
dition, und the clause was drawn in 
this manner, because It was quite 
clear to the legislature that tho very 
mention of Asiatics i in the bill would 
compel us to run a very great risk of 
disallowance at Ottawa. (Hear, hear.) 
And I now repeat for the Information 
of my lion, friend that when the agree- 
ments come to be drawn between tho 
government" and these roads the In- 
terests of ttho people of this country 
will be protected In every possible 
particular. (Cheers.) Wo are pos- 
sessed, sir, of the most earnest desire 
to do tho very best that wo can pos- 
sibly accomplish in this matter and the 



very best for the people, who are liv- 
ing in the districts affected, as well as 
for the province as a whole. (Cheers.) 
As I . stated, sir, the other day we are 
not proposing to spend one cent of pro- 
vincial money, and we are not propos- 
ing to give a single dollar in the way 
of bonus, but are simply trying to en- 
courage the investment of capital on 
quite a large scale within the province. 
(Cheers.) 

If, sir, any means existed whereby 
we could absolutely compel people to 
come to and to build railways In this 
country it .would indeed be a very 
happy state of affairs, but unfortun- 
ately, perhaps, this Is not at all the 
case; and we must further remem- 
ber that other sections of the Domin- 
ion are offering inviting fields for 
these Investments. And I again say 
that in the present circumstances we 
are justified to a very great extent, 
indeed, in holding out inducements 
Which will be sufficient to encourage 
railway construction while in no way 
sufficient to impair in any material 
degree the revenue of tho country. I 
may add in answer to the observations 
of the hon. member for Alberni that 
tho conditions in regard to time, to 
which ho has referred, will be given 
tho most careful attention before any 
agreement is signed. (Hear, hear.) 
Tlio house can remain supremely con- 
fident that the governor- ln-councll 
will enter into and complete no bar- 
gain whatever either in respect to this 
or to any other matter which could 
in the slightest degree reflect on the 
administration, and that will not in 
the very fullest sense of the words 
protect and in the most absolute man- 
ner the best interests of the province 
of British Columbia. (Cheers.) 

In reply to Mr. Hawthornthwaite, 
who, in certain respects, warmly com- 
mended the bill, Hon. Mr. McBride 
said: We are not trying to force any- 
thing on the house. We are only try- 
ing to accomplish our purposes In a 
fair, equitable way, and if the house 
will take the responsibility of stop- 
ping these enterprises off "our shoul- 
ders I will not for a moment object. 
But if the hon. gentleman so desires, 
consideration of this bill can be de- 
layed for a time. 

Best Bargain Possible. •' 
In reply to Mr. Brewster, Hon. Mr. 
McBride. — I hope that I am not mis- 
understood. We hope to make these 
agreements with these railway com- 
panies, but we are neither acting in the 
Interest of any railway corporation nor 
are we discriminating in any way 
whatever in favor of these "railway 
companies; we are simply doing our 
level best in connection with these 
matters, and we have nothing whatever 
to hide. (Cheers). If it were pos- 
sible to encumber these agreements 
with all manner of conditions, and at 
the same time bring them to a success- 
ful issue, I would bo glad to do It; but 
in these negotiations one cannot al- 
ways and cannot always reasonably ex- 
pect to have his own way. There must 
be glvo and take. (Hear, hear). If 
there is anything further that I can say 
in order to satisfy the minds and the 
apprehensions of hon. gentlemen oppo- 
site, I will gladly say It; but we will 
make, they can rest assured, the very- 
best bargain that we 'can possibly drive 
In the public interest. (Cheers). 
Verbal Understanding. 
In reply to Mr. Oliver— In respect to 
the E. & N. railway company, Hon. 
Mr. Tatlow stated that Mr. Marpole, 
of the C.F.R., had called on him and 
stated that they were prepared to be- 
gin the work of construction, on con- 
dition of exemption from taxation for a 
term. He had then discussed the matter 
with his colleagues, who had agreed 
that they were prepared to make some 
such concession in order to secure an 
early extension of this road. (Hear, 
hear). Nothing further had been done 
in this particular matter, until a few 
months ago when he interviewed Mr. 
Marpole on the subject in Vancouver. 
Ho had pointed out tho fact that a 
large number of white men In the pro- 
vince were out of employment; and 
was Informed that on condition of ex- 
emption from taxation the extension of 
the E. & N. would probably be taken 
up at once. Correspondence with Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy resulted, and the 
understanding had been reached that 
the track would be at once laid on a 
ten-mile section. This was as far as 
the arrangements in question had gone. 
No contract, however, had been made 
at all, and nothing had been reduced to 
writing. The understanding that had 
been reached between the C.P.R. and 
the government was that if work on the 
extension of the E. <£.- ,\ T . railway was 
gone with they would be prepared to 
enter into an agreement to give exemp- 
tion of taxation for the period of ten 
years. (Hear, hear). 

And this was what they were asking 
the house to confirm. In view of the 
labor situation this mutter had been tak- 
en up towards the end of September 
last. 

Mr. Maedonald— -Has any condition 
been made in reference to the non-em- 
ployment of Asiatics? 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow — No agreement has 
been reached other than what I have al- 
ready stated. 

In reply to Mr. Oliver, Hon. Mr. Mc- 
Uridi. — When negotiations were in prog- 
ress some months ago with Mr. McNeill 
on the part of the Kootenay Central, the 
questions generally of labor, financing 
and the possibility of taking up and 
pushing forward vigorously the work, 
were discussed and we always gave him 
to understand that we would submit any 
agreement at which we might arrive to 
tho house. (Hear, hear.) 

Too Many Conditions. 

Mr. Oliver — -But we are surely in a 
position to attach conditions to these ex- 
emptions! 

Hon. Mr. McBride — The house must 
remember that we might and quite eas- 
ily so load down these agreements with 
conditions that It would lie practically 
impossible to have these different 



schemes taken up and pushed through. 
But the honorable gentleman opposite 
can rely upon this: that we will make 
the very best bargain possible. The 
matter Is In our hands and wo aro re- 
sponsible to the people. Negotiations 
are under way at the present moment 
in connection with these various and im- 
portant enterprises and we hope, sir, 
with some degree of confidence, to be 
in a position to make a definite an- 
nouncement to the house In. a week or 
so. (Cheers.) We are doing every- 
thing we possibly can to bring these sev- 
eral matters to a speedy as well as to a 
satisfactory conclusion. (Cheers.) But 
I may add sir, that it will not at all 
follow that in the negotiations which 
are in progress with the G. T, P. like 
exemptions will bo granted. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mi'. Hawthornthwaite In view of the 
very satisfactory assurances which had 
been communicated to the house by the 
honorable, the premier, withdrew his 
opposition to further and complete con- 
sideration being given to this measure. 

Hon. Mr. McBride — The bill stands 
over. 

On' motion of the honorable, the pre- 
mier, the house adjourned at 5:20 
o'clock. 

Third Readings. 

The following bills were read a third 
time and passed: 

Bill intituled An Act to Amend the 
Summary Convictions Act. 

Bill lntiled An Act regarding a Cer- 
tificate issued to the Greenwood City 
Water Works company, under provisions 
of the Water Clauses Consolidation, Act, 
1897. 

Reports Adopted. 

The report on bill intltled An Act to 
Regulate Immigration into British Co- 
lumbia, was adopted. 

The report on bill lntiled An Act to 
Amend the Farmers' Institutes and Co- 
operation Act, was adopted. 

The report on bill intltled An Act to 
Amend the Revenue Act, was adopted. 
Mr. Oliver's Questions. 

Mr. Oliver asked the premier the fol- 
lowing questions: 

1. Has the government dismissed Mr. 
Smith, late government agent at Al- 
berni. 2. If so, has there been any re- 
quest for a thorough Investigation of 
the matter which led to Mr. Smith's dis- 
missal'.' 

Hon. Mr. McBride replied as follows: 

1. Yes. 2. At the request of Rev. 
George Smtih of Alberni the matter was 
again considered by the executive coun- 
cil, with tlie result that the government 
could not see its way to change the de- 
cision already arrived at. 

Mr. Oliver has given notice that to- 
morrow he will ask the minister of 
linance the following questions: 

1. What amount lias been collected in 
tolls for use of Westminster bridge dur- 
ing the period from January 1 to De- 
cember 31, 1907? 2. What amount has 
been paid to toll collectors for the same 
period, with tho names of the collectors 
and the amounts paid to each? 3. How 
many persons are now employed as toil 
collectors? 

Mr. Oliver will ask the chief commis- 
sioner of lands and - works tomorrow the 
following questions: Has the govern- 
construeted a new school house at or 
near Anneville during the past year? If 
not, why has such school not been con- 
structed? 

Survey Expenditure. 

Mr. Yorston will ask tho chief com- 
missioner the following questions to- 
morrow: 

Re-expenditure of $48,110.44 as ab- 
stract of revenue and expenditure for 
six months ending 31st December, 1907, 
1. What firms of surveyors were en- 
gaged in this work? 2. How much was 
paid to each firm of surveyors so en- 
gaged? 3. What work lias been accomp- 
lished (approximately)? 

How to Cure a Cold. 

Slight or partial attacks of cold, 
says an exchange, may be treated suc- 
cessfully by immediate recourse to 
fresh, pure air, gently walking the best 
part of a day, taking a warm bath at 
night, soaking the legs in hot mus- 
tard and water to remove the head 
congestion, and drinking a warm, thin 
gruel before sleeping to induce natur- 
al perspiration. The windows should 
be partially open If the weather is dry. 
To relieve the "stuffy" sensation 
about the nose there is nothing better 
than the application of the tallow- 
candle of our grandmothers. As, how- 
ever, modern tallow candles frequently 
contain arsenic, plain unsalted lard, or 
almost any kind of thick grease, mav 
be substituted. For the tickling sen- 
sation in the throat there is no remedy 
superior to linseed tea, made by pour- 
ing boiling water on fresh seed, then 
sightly sweetened, acidulated with 
lemon juice, and the usual liquorice 
left out. 

The tightness of the chest is best 
relieved by a warm bath at bedtime, 
followed by rubbing into the chest a 
spoonful of hot olive oil or lanolin, 
either of which will effect the purpose, 
though the smell of the latter Is 
against Its widespread use. If this 
latter symptom of tightness, or pain 
in the chest, is at all severe the pa- 
tient must be put to bed in an airy 
room, a fire burning, and the window 
a few inches open in clear weather. 
There must be only just enough bed- 
covering to be comfortable. When a 
warm bath is given it should be In the 
bedroom, the windows should be shut, 
and the immersion must be ail oyer 
except tho head, and not one part at a 
time. 

Vases of Quartz 

A novel French electric furnace Is in 
the form of a mold, and Is designed for 
making vases or other vessels of pure 
silica. Within tin- furnace Is placed a 
strip of carbon — pierced with air-holes 
— that can be made white-hot by a 
strong electric current. The furnace is 
filled with sand, and by gradual heating 
of the carbon a layer of the grains. is 
melted around It, and when sufficiently 
thick is freed from the loose sand. Fur- 
ther heating completely vitrifies the 
molten layer, which is blown out by an 
air current against, the side of the fur- 
nace or mold. The objects which aro 
made grayish by innumerable air bob- 
bles, have great resistance to sudden 
changes of temperature. 
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RUN TO EARTH AFTER 
A YEAR AT LIBERTY 



Italian Perpetrator of Dynamite 
Outrage in Province Arrest- 
ed in Salt Lake City 

For fifteen months a fugitive and 
hounded by the police of the contin- 
ent, Francisco Ceddlo, nicknamed 
"Palublanco," who on Nov. 18, 1906, 
dynamited the Canada hotel at Nlug- 
ara, B. C, causing tho instant death 
of Louis King and seriously injuring 
nine others, ha3 at length been run 
to earth at Salt Lake City, Utah. Su- 
perintendent Hussey, of the provincial 
police, left on Monday for that city to 
bring back the man for. whose capture 
a reward of $1,000 has been outstand- 
ing over since the date of the tragedy. 

By what means the police discov- 
ered the identity of Ceddio, whether 
ho was traced by the provincial police 
or discovered by the police of Salt 
Lake City, is a fact which the authori- 
ties here are keeping to themselves. 
There appears to be no doubt, how- 
ever, that the man captured is the onu 
for whom the provincial police have 
been looking for over twelve mouths. 

The crims by which a young woman 
was instantly hurled into eternity and 
nine others seriously injured wa3 com- 
mitted at midnight on Nov. 18, 190U. 
The village of Niagara is located seven 
miles up the north fork of the Kettle 
river and at the time of the murder 
thero were a number of Italians and 
Frenchmen employed under Contractor 
Tierney on railroad construction in the 
neighborhood. On the night preceding 
the tragedy the railway laborers had 
beon. indulging. In a . spree. They had 
been quarreling among themselves and 
a fracas occurred in which revolvers 
were fired and through some fancied 
grievance some of the drunken mob 
made threats to blow up the hotel. All 
the next day the drinking and rowdy- 
lbm continued. At the coroner's in- 
quest subsequently held it was shown 
that a quantity of dynamite was stolen 
from a storehouse owned by Contractor 
Tierney und at midnight the explosive 
was set off under the Canada hotel, 
blowing out one side of the place, the 
building then catching fire and being 
practically wholly consumed. Louise 
King, the victim of the crime, was 
standing but a few feet away from her 
mother in the hotel when the explos- 
ion occurred. Her body was literally 
blown in two while nine other inmates 
of the house were injured. 

Dr. W. H. Dickson, of Grand Forks, 
was summoned and arrived several 
hours after the explosion. The injured 
were taken to Grand Forks and given 
every attention, while the police au- 
thorities were notified. Superintend- 
ent Hussey went from Victoria to in- 
vestigate and he was assisted by Chief 
Constable Bullock- Webster and Con- 
stable Dinsmore. For over two weeks 
the search after Ceddio, who levanted 
Immediately after tho crime, continued. 
In fact, the chase after the man was 
the most exciting ever conducted in 
the Boundary district, but with a 
score of men accustomed to the coun- 
try after him, Ceddio managed to give 
them all the slip and cross the bound- 
ary into the state of Washington. He 
was last seen in the neighborhood of 
Chesaw, on Nov. 25, his footmarks be- 
ing traced in tho snow, but he eluded 
capture and from that day until last 
week had succeeded in retaining tils 
liberty. 

At the coroner's Investigation Ceddio 
was named as the jirincipal in the 
crime and Rovellio, another Italian, 
was named as accomplice. 

Superintendent Hussey will not re- 
turn to the city for a week or ten days. 
The police here believe that, they have 
at last got hold of the murderer of Miss 
King and the trial will prove a sensa- 
tional one. 

Ceddio, according to the information 
obtained at the time of the tragedy, 
is a native of Grimaldi, Concenzo pro- 
vince, Italy, and had been employed 
for some time as a laborer on railroad 
construction. Ho is about 39 years of 
age, and was described by some of his 
fellow workmen as being of an ex- 
tremely quarrelsome disposition, par- 
ticularly when under the influence n't' 
liquor. 



Telephone Properties Bid In 

Rochester, N. Y., Feb. 4.— The prop- 
erties of the United States Independ- 
ent Telephone company were bid in 
by the re-organization committee of 
the bondholders at a public foreclos- 
ure sale today by Chairman Walter P.
